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Introductory  Letter 


YOUR  WORSHIP  THE  MAYOR, 

and  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  OF  PRETORIA. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Health  Report  of  the  City  of  Pretoria. 

The  rate  of  growth  of  the  city  is  quite  beyond  what  I  would  have  predicted  when  I  first  assumed 
duty  in  this  Department  in  1934,  just  about  twenty-five  years  ago. 

The  European  Population  was  then  .  57,500 


Non-European  .  32,500 

Total  .  90*000 

To-day  the  figures  are: 

European  .  151,300 

Non-European  .  179,800 

Total  .  331,100 


The  rateable  values  of  the  city  have  increased  correspondingly  from  €2 1 ,040,775  to  £156, 05  7, 9 16. 

This  tempo  of  growth  is  so  steady  that  Pretoria  will  inevitably  become  a  very  large  city, 
judged  by  South  African  standards. 

The  City  Council  has  recognised  the  implication  of  this  growth,  and  has  been  far-seeing 
enough  to  expand  all  its  health  services  correspondingly  for  all  sections  of  the  population. 

This  year  again  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  health  of  the  city  has  been  satis¬ 
factory. 

The  birth  rate  amongst  Europeans  remains  steady  and  the  figure  for  this  year  of  26.56  is 
somewhat  higher  than  that  of  last  year  which  was  26.10.  There  is  a  slight  reduction  in  Native 
birth  rates  from  40.92  to  36.58.  However,  these  figures  are  not  quite  correct  because  of  the  in¬ 
accuracy  of  Native  birth  registration,  although  registrations  are  becoming  more  and  more  accurate 
every  year.  This  has  been  dealt  with  in  previous  reports. 

The  death  rates  amongst  Europeans  is  somewhat  lower — 6.77  last  year  and  6.70  this  year, 
and  the  same  applies  to  the  Native  death  rates  which  has  decreased  from  11.66  to  10.66. 

The  European  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  figure  of  24.64  is  the  second  lowest  ever  recorded,  the 
lowest  being  21.31  for  1956.  This  figure  twenty-five  years  ago,  was  68.13.  For  Natives  the  figure 
has  dropped  to  113.48,  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  In  1934,  this  figure  was  621.40.  As  previously 
pointed  out  the  high  figure  for  1934  is  to  a  great  extent  attributed  to  non-registration  of  all  births, 
whereas  deaths  had  to  be  registered.  Nevertheless,  there  has  been  a  great  decrease  in  infantile 
deaths  amongst  Natives  and  a  corresponding  improvement  in  the  general  health  of  this  section 
of  the  population. 

I  have  not  mentioned  the  Coloureds  and  Asiatics  because  the  populations  are  too  small 
and  the  figures  are  of  no  significance. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  for  Europeans  over  five  years  of  age  still  remain  heart  diseases 
and  cancer,  with  heart  diseases  causing  more  than  twice  the  number  of  cancer  deaths.  Amongst 
non-Europeans  the  principal  causes  of  death  in  the  same  age  group  were,  first  diseases  of  the  respira¬ 
tory  tract  with  heart  diseases  second  and  cancer  and  tuberculosis  close  together  for  third  place. 

Out  of  124  deaths  due  to  accidents  there  were  64  due  to  road  and  motor  vehicles,  and  I 
repeat  what  I  said  last  year  that  motor  accidents  are  mostly  due  to  driving  at  high  speed.  Most 
of  these  deaths  could  be  prevented,  if  there  was  just  a  little  less  selfishness,  and  a  little  more  thought, 
courtesy  and  care  on  the  roads.  Very  often  careful  an  innocent  people  are  killed  because  of 
carelessness  of  others.  South  Africa  has  an  unenviably  high  record  for  road  accidents,  and  there 
is  a  great  deal  of  room  for  improvement  in  road  behaviour  amongst  motorists. 

Notifications  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  still  on  the  increase  in  both  Europeans  and  non- 
Europeans.  This  is  probably  because  we  are  detecting  more  cases  since  this  section  of  the  work 
has  expanded.  Next  year  we  hope  to  have  our  mass-miniature  X-ray  apparatus  which  will  be  a 
great  help  to  us  in  our  search  for  cases.  I  anticipate  that  this  will  still  further  increase  notifications. 
We  are,  however,  now  able  to  hospitalise  most  of  our  cases  at  short  notice  and  we  can  provide 
adequate  domiciliary  treatment  and  clinic  services.  It  is  only  by  discovering  as  many  cases  as 
possible,  instituting  methods  to  prevent  spread,  providing  adequate  treatment  and  rehabilitation 
of  cases,  that  we  can  hope  to  combat  this  illness  which  is  still  the  most  important  infectious  disease 
in  South  Africa. 
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The  housing  position  is  about  the  same  as  last  year.  We  are  continuing  with  the  building  of 
new  houses  for  Europeans  and  non-Europeans.  The  Council  has  many  new  schemes  in  view  for 
the  coming  year  and  it  is  possible  to  visualise  that  within  the  not  too  distant  future,  we  shall  have 
overcome  most  of  our  housing  problems  for  all  races. 

During  the  year  the  Department  suffered  a  very  severe  loss  due  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Theo  Lotter, 
who  passed  away  on  the  15th  October,  1958,  after  a  short  illness  of  only  five  days. 

His  sudden  and  untimely  end  has  come  as  a  great  shock  to  the  whole  of  the  Municipal  Service. 
There  is  a  feeling  of  irreparable  tragic  loss  of  a  kindly  friend,  who  always  had  a  smile  and  helping 
hand  for  everybody. 

Dr.  Lotter  was  a  man  of  kind  and  gentle  disposition.  He  would  go  a  long  way  out  of  his  way 
to  do  a  good  turn.  He  would  never  turn  anybody  away  who  came  to  him  for  help,  whether  it  was 
during  or  after  office  hours.  The  public  and  his  patients  had  free  access  to  him  at  all  times,  and 
never  left  his  office  without  a  feeling  of  having  met  a  man  whom  they  could  trust  and  in  whom 
they  could  have  confidence.  His  ever-ready  friendly  smile  and  speech  would  set  the  most  agitated 
person  at  rest,  who  would  come  under  the  spell  of  the  friendly  atmosphere  which  he,  more  than 
most  people,  seemed  to  be  able  to  create  with  such  ease.  I  think  it  was  a  natural  and  genuine 
love  for  his  fellow  man  which  radiated  from  within  him  and  permeated  into  the  atmosphere 
surrounding  him. 

There  was  always  an  air  of  calmness  and  confidence  at  any  clinic  where  he  was  in  charge. 
He  had  a  special  knack  with  and  love  for  little  children.  They  seemed  to  sense  a  feeling  of  friendli¬ 
ness  in  his  presence,  and  went  to  him  quite  readily  with  the  confidence  which  little  children  get 
from  such  people. 

He  was  a  man  of  great  integrity  and  a  gentleman  to  his  fingertips.  He  loved  his  work  and 
carried  out  his  duties  faithfully. 

It  is  much  to  be  able  to  say  of  a  municipal  employee  that  over  his  entire  twenty-two  years 
service  there  was  not  a  single  justifiable  complaint  levelled  against  him  by  any  member  of  the  public. 
In  fact,  I  cannot  recollect  any  complaint. 

Dr.  Lotter,  throughout  his  career  maintained  the  dignity  of  his  profession  at  a  very  high  level. 
He  was  a  credit  to  his  colleagues  and  his  exemplary  character  and  high  standard  of  medical  ethics 
will  always  remain  as  a  shining  example  to  those  of  us  who  knew  him. 

Although  a  Public  Health  Official  he  personified  the  old  type  of  family  doctor  for  whom  the 
world  cries  out  to-day. 

Yes,  a  kindly  friend  and  gentleman  has  gone  to  his  rest.  Those  of  us  who  knew  him  learned 
to  have  a  great  affection  for  him.  We  shall  miss  him  but  shall  never  forget  him.  His  passing  was 
a  great  personal  loss  to  me  as  we  had  become  close  friends  working  together  since  1936. 

I  have  to  thank  your  Worship  and  Members  of  the  City  Council  for  the  assistance  extended 
to  me,  and  in  particular  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  given  to  me  by  the 
Chairman,  Councillor  L.  R.  Bester,  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

I  am  also  grateful  for  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  public,  Heads  and  sub-heads  of  other 
Departments.  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  whole-hearted  co-operation  received 
from  the  Press  at  all  times.  They  gave  publicity  to  all  important  health  measures  in  the  City  and 
have  in  no  small  way  helped  to  establish  a  good  relationship  between  the  Department  and  the 
public  as  well  as  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  public  many  important  health  matters. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  members  of  my  own  staff,  who  have  worked  with  me  so  loyally 
and  with  such  enthusiasm.

All  the  non-European  cases  were  Bantus.  Only  one  death  (a  Bantu)  was  recorded. 

All  the  patients  were  removed  to  hospital  for  treatment.  There  were  two  secondary  infections 
in  patients  from  dwellings  where  previous  recent  cases  had  been  notified. 

There  were  no  milk-borne  outbreaks. 

In  tracing  the  sources  of  infection,  32  (7  European  and  25  non-European)  suspects  were  tested 
for  the  possible  carrier  state. 

The  reports  of  blood  specimens  of  two  were  Vi(  +  ),  but  no  enteric  bacilli  were  recovered  on 
several  further  stool  and  urine  examinations. 

A  considerable  decrease  in  the  incidence  in  non-Europeans  has  occurred,  for  which  we  have 
no  specific  explanation.

Typhoid  Carrier  Camp: 

The  Department  regularly  examines  non-European  Dairy  Employees,  enployees  at  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Water  Works,  other  non-Europeans  employed  in  the  handling  of  foodstuffs,  and  persons 
connected  with  a  case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  for  the  possible  typhoid  carrier  state.  Positive  male  Vi 
reactors  are  immediately  employed  by  the  Council  and  housed  in  the  typhoid  fever  carrier  camp, 
which  consists  of  six  huts  with  the  necessary  cooking  and  ablution  facilities.  Here  they  undergo 
further  stool  and  urine  examinations.

Local  Cases: 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  in  Pretoria  has  been  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  last  four  years, 
1955,  1956  and  1957  having  been  years  of  exceptionally  high  incidence.  During  the  latter  half  of 
1957'  the  incidence  started  to  decline  and  except  for  a  seasonal  rise  during  the  summer  months, 
notifications  remained  few. 
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It  is  still  not  possible  to  say  whether  the  recent  decline  in  the  incidence  has  any  bearing  on  the 
number  of  cases  inoculated,  as  the  evaluation  of  the  effect  of  inoculations  will  take  many  years. 
It  is,  however,  known  that  epidemics  disappear  from  communities  for  periods,  only  to  reappear 
later  on.  It  is  possible  that  the  past  18  months  has  been  such  a  period  of  quiescence,  and  we  must 
wait  to  see  what  happens  in  future  before  we  can  say  more  about  the  anti-Poliomyelitis  inoculations. 

Work  on  producing  a  live  attenuated  virus  is  still  receiving  a  great  deal  of  attention  and 
although  field  trials  have  already  been  conducted  with  what  seems  to  be  great  success,  there  are 
still  difficulties  to  be  overcome  before  such  a  vaccine  will  be  made  available  to  the  public. 

The  incidence  in  pre-school  children  still  remains  the  highest.  There  were  4  (23)  adults,  6  (31 ) 
scholars  and  12  (36)  children  of  pre-school  age.

One  of  the  patients,  a  European  male  of  5|  years  unfortunately  died.  All  the  patients  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  wards  for  treatment.  There  was  one  known  secondary  infection,  which 
occurred  in  a  dwelling  where  a  recent  previous  case  had  been  reported. 

Of  the  22  cases  11  (4  Europeans  and  7  Bantus)  had  varying  degrees  of  paralysis,  and  6  (5 
Europeans  and  1  Bantu)  had  weakening  of  the  muscles  (paresis)  only.  Five  of  the  cases,  all  Euro¬ 
peans,  had  no  paralysis  or  paresis  at  all.  Two  of  the  cases,  both  Bantus  who  developed  paralysis, 
have  since  died  of  other  causes. 

Of  the  total  number  of  cases  it  is  anticipated  that  only  5  (1  European  and  4  Bantus)  will 
be  left  with  some  degree  of  paralysis.  In  one,  both  legs  are  affected;  in  three,  one  leg;  and  in  one, 
an  arm  and  a  leg. 

Some  of  the  patients  are  still  receiving  treatment.  A  few  though  have  shown  very  little  further 
improvement.  Some  of  these  will  benefit  by  orthopaedic  surgery.

Local  Cases 

Two  of  the  cases  were  adults,  82  were  scholars  and  35  were  children  of  pre-school  age.  Nine 
of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Wards,  3  whose  parents  are  in  the  Military  Service 
and  live  in  the  Military  area  of  Voortrekkerhoogte,  were  treated  at  the  Military  Hospital,  and  107 
were  isolated  and  treated  at  home.  There  were  11  secondary  cases.  All  the  secondary  cases 
occurred  in  dwellings  from  which  a  recent  previous  case  had  been  reported.  The  disease  remains 
exceptionally  mild  in  nature,  most  cases  recovering  from  the  acute  stage  within  a  few  days.

The  non-European  cases  were  1  Eurafrican,  3  Asiatics  and  59  Bantus.  Four  of  the  cases  all 
Bantus,  died.  They  had  never  been  immunised.  Ten  of  the  cases  were  adults,  20  were  scholars 
and  51  were  children  of  pre-school  age.  Seventy-eight  of  the  cases  were  removed*  to  the  Isolation 
Wards,  and  3  were  isolated  and  treated  at  home.  There  were  2  secondary  cases  (1  European  and 
1  Bantu).  Both  the  secondary  cases  occurred  in  dwellings  from  which  a  recent  previous  case  had 
been  reported. 

Seventy-three  of  the  cases  had  never  been  immunised,  but  8  (4  Europeans  and  4  Bantus'! 
had  been  immunised  previously  and  they  all  hau  very  mild  attacks. 

The  incidence  of  the  disease  has  increased  in  both  Europeans  and  non-Europeans 
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.  ,  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  persons  inoculated  against  Diphtheria  over  the  last 
eight  years,  with  the  number  of  cases  occurring  during  the  same  period.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 

The  Department  undertakes  vaccination  of  Europeans  and  non-Europeans  at  the  various 
Municipal  Clinics  throughout  the  City.  Records  of  vaccinations  have  only  been  kept  since  the 
beginning  of  1958.  In  all  there  were  1,371  Europeans  and  1,089  non-Europeans  vaccinated. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL 

This  Hospital,  an  institution  of  90  beds,  is  the  property  of  the  City  Council  of  Pretoria  and 
is  situated  in  the  grounds  of  the  Pretoria  General  Hospital. 

The  European  Pavilions,  which  are  entirely  separate  from  the  non-European  Section,  can 
accommodate  50  patients,  while  the  non-European  Pavilions  have  40  beds.  There  is  no  separate 
accommodation  for  Asiatic  or  Coloured  patients  but  when  possible  they  are  nursed  in  private 
single  or  double-bedded  wards. 

The  non-European  Section  is  staffed  entirely  by  Bantu  nurses,  w'ith  an  occasional  Eurafrican 
nurse  taking  her  training  at  the  Pretoria  General  Hospital. 

FINANCIAL  ARRANGEMENTS 

The  Pretoria  Elospital  Board  supplies  all  nursing  staff,  dispensing  requirements,  X-Ray  facili¬ 
ties,  rations,  linen  and  laundering,  steam,  light  and  water,  together  with  maintenance  of  buildings 
and  equipment. 

The  City  Council  in  return  pays  a  fixed  sum  per  patient  per  day  for  those  patients  for  which 
it  accepts  financial  responcibility.  This  sum  is  revised  at  intervals  by  arrangement  when  rising 
costs  warrant  it. 

In  addition  by  mutual  agreement,  the  Specialist  Staff  of  the  General  Hospital  is  available 
for  consultation  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  while  the  City  Council’s  Medical  Officers 
provide  a  twenty-four  hour  infectious  diseases  consultation  service  which  is  used  and  appreciated 
particularly  by  the  staff  of  the  Casualty  and  Admissions  Section  of  the  General  Hospital.  The 
arrangement  works  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  both  institutions. 
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AREAS  SERVED 

These  include  the  Pretoria  Municipal  area,  its  Peri-Urban  areas  and  the  Northern  Transvaal, 
but  patients  are  accepted  from  any  other  area  which  happens  to  be  having  difficulty  in  accom¬ 
modating  its  own  patients  during  for  example,  an  epidemic  period. 

AMBULANCE  ARRANGEMENTS 

Pretoria  City  Council  provides  its  own  infectious  diseases  ambulance  service.  The  Peri-Urban 
Areas  Health  Board  does  the  same,  while  other  local  authorities  send  their  patients  in  by  rail, 
taxi  or  ambulance  as  the  occasion  demands.

Final  Results: 

Europeans:  Of  the  43  patients,  28  were  discharged  from  hospital  completely  recovered.  Of 
the  remaining  15,  one  died  and  the  others  were  transferred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  One 
boy  of  14  years  spent  14  days  in  a  tank  respirator  and  has  since  recovered. 

Non-Europeans :  Of  the  14  patients,  8  were  discharged  cured  and  the  remaining  6  were  trans¬ 
ferred  for  further  orthopaedic  treatment.  There  were  no  deaths  among  the  non-European  cases.

In  addition  to  the  above,  five  carriers,  four  of  whom  were  Europeans  were  removed  to  hospital 
and  treated  until  free  of  infectivity.  Of  the  patients  admitted,  68.42%  were  children  of  five  vears 
or  under  five  years  of  age. 
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No  Pretoria  Europeans  died,  but  two  children  from  the  Peri-Urban  areas  had  virulent  in¬ 
fections  and  died  within  a  day  or  two  of  admission.  Non-European  deaths  were  three  out  of  63 
local  cases  and  eleven  out  of  46  outside  cases.  Five  tracheotomies  were  performed  on  three 
European  children  all  of  whom  recovered,  and  on  two  non-European  children,  one  of  whom  died. 

The  late  stage  of  the  disease  at  which  some  of  these  patients  are  sent  to  hospital  is  shown  by 
the  prolonged  periods  which  they  have  to  remain  in  hospital  before  being  fit  for  discharge.  Of 
this  year’s  admissions,  six  European  children  were  in  hospital  for  two  months  or  longer  and  the 
same  applied  to  28  non-European  children.

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GERMAN  MEASLES 

There  was  a  small  outbreak  of  German  Measles  amongst  the  European  nursing  staff  of  the 
General  Hospital  in  July  with  a  few  secondary  cases  in  August,  resulting  in  a  total  of  23  nurses 
having  to  he  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Five  Europeans  from  outside  areas  were  also 
admitted  for  various  reasons,  including  acute  appendicitis,  asthma,  and  pregnancy  which  com¬ 
plicated  the  infection.

MEASLES 

Measles  is  not  a  notifiable  disease  in  Pretoria,  but  it  is  evident  from  the  number  of  complicated 
cases  which  required  hospitalisation,  that  we  had  an  epidemic  of  measles  during  the  winter  months. 
The  cases  admitted  could  have  been  only  a  fraction  of  the  number  of  children  actually  attacked. 
More  than  80%  of  the  patients  were  under  five  years  of  age.

OTHER  ADMISSIONS

OBSERVATION  CASES

TUBERCULOSIS 


In  previous  years  notifications  and  remarks  on  the  incidence  of  the  disease  have  been  kept 
entirely  separate  under  the  headings  “Local”  and  “Imported”  cases.  A  better  perspective  of  the 
disease  on  the  whole  can  only  be  obtained  by  treating  Local  and  Imported  cases  as  one  unit,  as 
the  majority  of  imported  cases  are  patients  who  have  contracted  the  disease  elsewhere,  but  who 
are  now  residing  within  the  Municipal  area  either  permanently  or  for  a  limited  period  while 
receiving  treatment. 

For  obvious  reasons  though,  those  patients  who  were  admitted  direct  to  the  General  Hospital 
from  outside  the  Municipal  area  for  other  treatment,  but  who  were  found  on  examination  to  be 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  who  on  discharge  from  hospital  returned  to  the  places  from 
where  they  had  come,  must  be  excluded  from  the  main  body  of  the  report.  However,  for  statis¬ 
tical  purposes  only,  the  following  details  are  given.  (Note  again,  throughout  this  report  figures 
in  brackets  refer  to  last  years  incidence).

Familial  and  House  Histories 

Nine  Europeans  and  124  non-Europeans  gave  histories  of  Tuberculosis  in  their  families.

VENEREAL  DISEASES 

The  clinics  for  venereal  diseases  are  held  in  the  Special  Diseases  Clinic  Building  situated  in 
the  grounds  of  the  Pretoria  General  Hospital. 

The  building  is  double-storied,  and  the  first  floor  which  is  approached  by  an  outside  staircase 
is  used  exclusively  for  non-European  clinics.  When  venereal  diseases  sessions  are  not  being  held, 
the  clinic  building  is  used  as  a  Tuberculosis  centre. 


EUROPEAN  SERVICES 

Four  sessions  a  week  are  provided,  two  for  females  and  two  for  males,  including  a  session 
for  males  in  the  late  afternoon  after  working  hours. 

The  staff  who  also  carry  out  other  duties,  consists  of  a  Medical  Officer,  Sister  and  a  Male 
Clinic  Clerk.  All  European  sessions  are  conducted  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  Charge  of  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 


During  the  year  no  follow-up  measures  were  necessary ;  all  patients  returning  on  the  due  date, 
or  even  before,  for  routine  check-up.  Seven  contacts,  all  in  Pretoria,  were  traced  and  treated. 
The  others  were  casual  acquaintances  in  other  town  and  were  untraceable.

The  large  number  of  female  suspects  (285)  which  were  proved  non-Venereal,  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  all  new  admissions  to  Places  of  Safety  and  Orphanages  are  routinely  examined  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  serological  tests.  In  addition,  patients  in  a  home  for  unmarried  mothers  in  Pretoria 
undergo  the  same  tests.  Of  the  male  suspects  (13)  seven  had  exposed  themselves  to  the  possibility 
of  infection.  The  other  six  were  children  from  a  Place  of  Safety. 

The  average  number  of  attendances  made  at  the  Clinic  by  each  person  suffering  from  Syphilis 
is  8.5;  this  figure  is  based  on  records. 

NON-EUROPEAN  SERVICES 

The  clinics  for  non-Europeans  in  Pretoria  are  held  at  various  centres.  The  main  clinics,  by 
far  the  largest  are  conducted,  as  previously  explained,  at  the  Special  Diseases  Clinic  in  the  Pretoria 
Hospital  grounds.  Sessions  are  also  held  at  Atteriageville  and  Vlakfontein  Polyclinics.  The 
Bantule  Clinic  has  been  closed,  as  all  residents  have  been  removed  to  other  locations. 

The  staff  at  the  Central  clinic  is  the  same  as  for  Europeans  with  the  addition  of  two  part-time 
non-European  orderlies  and  a  non-European  nurse.  The  Medical  Officer  in  Charge  of  the  Isolation 
Hospital  conducts  all  four  sessions  at  the  Central  Clinic,  while  the  sessions  at  the  other  centres 
are  conducted  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  There  is  thus  a  total  of  six  sessions  a 
week  for  non-Europeans  in  Pretoria,  and  two  centres  in  the  locations  at  which  patients  may 
present  themselves  daily  for  treatment  (excluding  Saturdays  and  Sundays).  Sessions  last  approxi¬ 
mately  an  hour  and  a  half  while  the  early  evening  sessions  ac  the  Central  Clinic  last  two  hours. 

Tracing  of  contacts  of  non-Europeans  attending  the  Central  Clinic  is  often  impossible  because 
of  the  casual  nature  of  the  association,  the  number  of  exposures  with  different  partners,  and  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  any  sort  of  an  address. 

At  the  Polyclinics  in  the  locations  we  have  been  much  more  successful,  primarily  because  the 
factors  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph  do  not  operate  to  the  same  extend  in  a  location. 

Absenteeism  or  interruption  of  a  course  of  treatment  is  not  a  problem,  as  the  native  once  he 
has  started  the  treatment,  is  only  too  willing  to  report  until  cured.  When  he  does  become  an 
absentee,  it  is  by  force  of  circumstance,  not  by  choice. 

The  average  number  of  attendances  of  syphilitics  at  the  clinics  is  6.91  for  females  and  4.6  for 
males  (based  on  records).

HEALTH  PROPAGANDA 

Numerous  talks  were  given  to  the  public  on  Public  Health  matters  during  the  year. 

Large  poster  boards  with  Health  Propaganda  pictures  and  appropriate  slogans  painted  on 
them,  were  displayed  at  vantage  points  in  the  City. 

Filmlets  were  regularly  shown  in  the  cinemas. 

All  Health  Department  vans  carry  posters  depicting  some  or  other  health  message.  These 
posters  fit  into  special  slots  along  the  sides  and  at  the  backs  of  the  vans.  They  are  changed  at 
regular  intervals. 

Press  interviews  and  articles  appeared  in  both  English  and  Afrikaans  newspapers  on  an 
average  of  one  a  week. 
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INSPECTION  OF  HOSPITALS,  NURSING  HOMES,  CONVALESCENT  HOMES  AND 

HOMES  FOR  THE  CHRONIC  SICK 

During  the  year  all  the  abovementioned  institutions,  excepting  those  which  come  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Provincial  Administration,  were  inspected  regularly  on  behalf  of  the  Union 
Health  Department. 

The  general  supervision  and  management  of  these  institutions  is  satisfactory. 

Hospital  accommodation  in  Pretoria,  excluding  the  Pretoria  General  Hospital  and  the  Andrew 
McColm  Hospital,  is  as  follows: — 

A.  For  European  Medical  and  Surgical  Cases: 

Two  hospitals  and  one  nursing  home  with  84,  56  and  31  beds  respectively. 

B.  For  European  Maternity  Cases : 

Two  nursing  homes  and  one  hospital  with  35,  9  and  85  beds  respectively. 

C.  For  non-European  Maternity  Cases: 

One  hundred  beds  in  the  Holy  Cross  Nursing  Home  at  Lady  Selborne,  38  beds  in  the  Vlak- 
fontein  Maternity  Home  and  12  beds  in  the  maternity  section  of  the  Pretoria  General  Hospital. 
Only  complicated  labour  cases  and  primiparae  are  admitted  to  the  Pretoria  General  Hospital. 

The  City  Council  of  Pretoria  pays  a  fixed  annual  grant  towards  the  running  costs  of  the 
Holy  Cross  Nursing  Home  and  also  contributed  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  building  and  equipping 
the  Vlakfontein  Maternity  Home. 

The  continuing  and  rapid  increase  in  population  of  both  Vlakfontein  and  Atteridgeville 
Locations  has  resulted  in  an  acute  shortage  of  non-European  maternity  beds,  and  at  present  only 
the  most  needy  patients  can  be  accommodated. 


STAFF 


CHILD  WELFARE  ACTIVITIES 


Three  full-time  Medical  Officers  devoted  all  their  time  again  this  year  to  Ante-Natal  and 
Child  Welfare  Activities.  Routine  programmes  were  however  grossly  interfered  with  as  three 
vacancies  for  Medical  Officers  in  other  sections  of  the  Health  Department  existed  during  the  year, 
which  could  not  be  filled  and  Medical  Officers  concerned  with  Child  Welfare  Activities  had  to 
assist  at  various  other  Clinics. 

The  appointment  of  a  permanent  part-time  Doctor  to  asist  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  at  Vlak¬ 
fontein  at  three-hourly  sessions  per  week  continued.  The  work  has  increased  so  much  here  that 
without  this  help  it  would  have  been  practically  impossible  to  carry  on. 

The  European  Health  Visiting  Staff  is  the  same  as  for  the  last  year,  namely  19,  with  one 
vacant  post.  Sixteen  of  these  nurses  hold  the  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurses  Certificates  and/or 
Mothercraft  Certificates.  Of  the  three  nurses  who  do  not  hold  these  additional  qualifications, 
one  is  a  Clinic  Sister  and  two  are  doing  T.B.  work.  Because  no  nurses  with  additional  Public 
Health  qualifications  could  be  found,  we  had  to  appoint  one  Sister  during  the  course  of  the  year 
who  did  not  hold  these  additional  qualifications.  She  however,  undertook  to  take  the  Health 
Visitors  Course  on  a  part-time  basis  at  the  Technical  College.  This  Sister  has  now  obtained  the 
extra  Cettificate,  so  that  our  number  of  nurses  with  additional  qualifications,  is  still  sixteen. 

The  non-European  staff  has  been  increased  by  two,  and  now  totals  29.  This  increase  in  staff 
is  due  to  the  development  at  Vlakfontein  and  increases  in  the  Atteridgeville  population.  Fifteen 
of  these  nurses  are  employed  as  Child  Welfare  nurses,  seven  as  Midwives  with  one  vacant  post  and 
seven  as  T.B.  and  V.D.  nurses. 

The  difficulties  which  existed  last  year  because  many  of  our  Child  Welfare  Nurses  are  so 
occupied  with  clinic  work  that  they  cannot  find  sufficient  time  to  do  essential  Home  Visiting, 
have  not  been  solved  yet,  because  of  the  great  increase  in  the  population  of  the  various  locations. 

The  total  number  of  houses  at  Atteridgeville  at  the  end  of  this  year  totalled  4,496  as  compared 
to  the  3,990  at  the  end  of  last  year  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  population,  which  now  amounts 
to  27,929. 

At  Vlakfontein  West  there  are  6,048  houses,  with  a  population  of  38,139. 

At  Vlakfontein  East  there  are  784  houses  with  a  population  of  4,985.  At  present  only  Vlak¬ 
fontein  West  benefits  by  our  clinic  services.  Vlakfontein  East  is  miles  removed  from  the  Clinic 
building  and  the  distances  are  too  great  to  be  covered  by  our  present  nursing  staff. 

Like  last  year,  the  areas  for  each  nurse  at  both  Atteridgeville  and  Vlakfontein  Locations  have 
expanded  even  more  and  many  of  the  new  streets  are  so  rough  that  it  is  not  easy  to  travel  by 
bicycle.  However,  as  these  are  difficulties  only  encountered  in  new  areas,  they  will  disppear  as 
time  goes  on. 
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The  work  at  Bantule  was  discontinued  at  the  end  of  May  of  this  year,  because  of  the  shift 
of  the  whole  population  to  Atteridgeville,  Saulsville  and  Vlakfontein. 

PREMISES 

There  is  no  change  in  the  Clinic  facilities  for  Europeans  and  conditions  are  exactly  the  same 
as  reported  in  last  years  Annual  Report. 

Congestion  at  the  Central  Clinic  building  in  van  der  Walt  Street  is  as  acute  as  ever.  This 
is  particularly  so  as  the  result  of  the  great  increase  in  numbers  for  immunization  against  Poliomyelitis 
and  because  vaccine  has  now  been  made  available  for  third  injections.  We  eagerly  look  forward 
to  the  establishment  of  the  up-to-date  Clinic  facilities  which  are  incorporated  in  the  new  Blackwood 
Villa  Building  project. 

The  two  rooms  which  are  let  to  us  by  the  S.A.  Vroue  Federasie  in  29th  Avenue,  Villieria, 
have  proved  to  be  a  great  asset.  The  Clinics  here  are  now  conducted  under  favourable  conditions 
and  the  marked  increase  in  attendances  shows  how  much  we  have  benefited  by  the  move  from 
the  Church  Hall  in  24th  Avenue.  The  same  holds  for  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  30th  Avenue, 
which  used  to  be  conducted  in  the  School  Building  and  which  has  also  been  transferred  here. 

Although  we  had  entertained  high  hopes  of  introducing  Ante-Natal  Clinics  for  this  area  to  be 
conducted  in  these  two  rooms,  it  was  quite  impossible,  through  lack  of  staff,  to  inaugurate  such 
a  service  during  the  course  of  this  year. 

The  other  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  still  held  in  unsuitable  classrooms.  As  was  reported  last 
year,  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  for  Booysens  is  still  conducted  in  one  room  in  a  private  dwelling. 
During  this  year,  we  have  investigated  the  possibility  of  erecting  a  temporary  building  on  one  of 
three  vacant  and  suitably  placed  Municipal  erven  in  this  area.  This  investigation  is  at  present 
being  undertaken  by  the  City  Engineers  Department.  We  feel  that  if  this  bears  fruit  we  will  be 
able  to  establish  well  supported  Clinics  in  this  area. 

GENERAL 

The  need  for  a  Medical  Officer  with  special  Psychiatric  training  is  becoming  more  and  more 
evident,  both  for  patients  and  for  teaching  and  application  in  our  ordinary  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  reorientation  of  the  work  which  took  place  as  a  result  of  the  introduction  of  the  feature 
dealing  with  Mental  Health  v/hich  was  introduced  by  the  Medical  Officer  with  Psychiatric  training, 
but  who  unfortunately  resigned,  is  still  active.  There  is  a  great  need  for  more  time  to  be  spent 
with  the  individual  mother  and  her  problems.  We  try  to  meet  this  need.  As  a  result  of  this, 
less  visits  can  be  made  and  less  stress  therefore  is  laid  on  the  number  of  visits. 

The  Technical  College  again  conducted  a  course  for  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  for 
European  and  Non-European  Nurses.  These  candidates  have  been  at  our  Clinics  in  relays  for 
most  of  this  year  doing  the  20  days  practical  training  required  by  the  Examination  Board  of  the 
Royal  Society  for  Health. 

The  Pretoria  University  this  year  inaugurated  its  first  part-time  course  for  Doctors  doing  the 
Diploma  in  Public  Health.  Several  Medical  Officers  on  our  staff  were  appointed  as  part-time 
lecturers  and  the  four  candidates  completed  their  required  practical  training  at  our  Clinics. 

YOUTH  CLUB 

The  Department  of  Social  Services  at  the  University  is  still  continuing  the  activities  of  this 
Club.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  first  visits  corresponds  with  the  increase  in  the  birth  rate. 
There  has  been  a  gradual  decline  in  the  number  of  subsequent  visits  over  the  past  few  years, 
because  of  two  factors: — 


(a)  Acute  shortage  of  Medical  Personnel  made  it  imperative  to  use  European  Health  Visitors 
to  take  blood  pressures  at  the  Non-European  Ante-Natal  Clinics  in  order  to  help  the  Doctors. 
As  a  result  of  this,  three  Health  Visitors  were  taken  from  their  areas  for  three  whole  sessions  per 
week. 

(b)  The  larger  attendances  of  babies  at  the  Non-European  Child  Welfare  Clinics  at  Atteridge- 
ville  and  Vlakfontein  necessitated  extra  European  Health  Visitors  to  attend  at  these  various  Clinics.

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  seen  by  the  Doctor  at  the  Central  Clinic  on  Tuesdays 
is  because  the  special  weekly  session  for  babies  and  children  with  emotional  needs  and  problems 
had  to  be  abandoned  temporarily.  This  had  to  be  done  because  of  shortage  of  Medical  staff,  the 
Medical  Officer  who  conducted  this  weekly  Clinic  had  to  assist  at  other  routine  clinics. 

The  increase  in  attendances  at  the  Villieria  Clinics  is,  as  previously  stated,  because  the  work 
here  is  carried  out  under  such  pleasant  and  comfortable  circumstances,  in  the  two  rooms  rented 
from  the  S.A.  Vroue  Federasie. 

For  the  rest,  little  change  is  reflected.

Many  patients  were  referred  to  the  Dental  Clinic,  but  as  in  the  past,  prejudice  against  dental 
treatment  during  pregnancy  is  still  very  difficult  to  overcome,  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  educate  the 
public.  Many  of  the  cases  referred  are  patients  from  our  less  privileged  areas,  where  the  prejudice 
is  predominant.

Although  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  immunized  against  Diphtheria  and 
Whooping  Cough,  the  numbers  should  have  been  higher.  As  we  had  no  epidemic  this  year,  the 
public  was  lethargic.  It  always  requires  some  serious  outbreak  to  awaken  the  public  in  regard  to 
the  great  importance  of  immunization  against  Diphtheria.  This  lack  of  interest  is  particularly 
noticeable  in  the  Danville  and  Hercules  areas  in  spite  of  all  our  efforts.

Three  more  Old  Age  Homes  were  inspected. 

Investigations  into  Stillbirths  and  Deaths  are  still  being  done.  All  the  information  we  have 
gathered  has  been  passed  on  to  the  Society  of  Obstetricians  and  Gynaecologists.  These  investiga- 
tions  reveal  three  important  facts. 

(1)  Stillbirth  and  Neonatal  Death  rates  amongst  Europeans  are  high. 

(2)  In  spite  of  excellent  and  advanced  obstetric  care  and  management,  as  well  as  improved 
Ante-Natal  supervision,  maternal  ill-health  such  as  toxaemia  of  pregnancy  and  antepartum  haemor¬ 
rhage,  are  still  important  factors  in  Stillbirths  and  Neonatal  Deaths. 

(3)  In  a  large  percentage  of  Stillbirths  we  could  not  discover  the  cause,  and  they  were  classi¬ 
fied  under  the  heading  of  “Unknown  causes”. 

Morrison  in  his  publication  “Foetal  and  Neonatal  Pathology”  (1952)  emphasized  that  in 
forty  per  cent  of  Stillbirths,  in  spite  of  autopsy,  the  cause  of  death  could  not  be  established.  The 
percentage  of  “Unknown  causes”  for  European  Stillbirths  in  Pretoria  for  this  year  (although 
no  autopsy  follow-up  was  done)  is  vey  similar  to  Morrison’s  figures. 

It  is  clear  from  our  own  investigations,  as  well  as  from  records  throughout  the  world,  that 
until  there  is  greater  improvement  in  the  Socio-Economic  conditions  of  certain  sections  and  until  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  epidemiological  methods  and  clinical  knowledge  in  regard  to  the  etiology 
of  toxaemia  of  pegnancy  is  found,  maternal  illhealth  will  remain,  and  bring  with  it  its  high  rate  of 
Stillbirths  and  Neonatal  Deaths. 

NURSERY  SCHOOLS 

As  in  the  past,  two  Nursery  Schools  and  one  Creche  were  regularly  inspected  by  a  Medical 
Officer  and  supervised  by  a  Health  Visitor.  Unfortunately  in  South  Africa  no  Authority  has  as  yet 
accepted  responsibility  for  the  conduct  and  control  of  Nursery  Schools.  Standards  were  drawn 
up  by  some  Organizations  but  they  have  not  been  applied  because  they  have  not  yet  been  in¬ 
corporated  into  the  Children’s  Act.  As  a  result  of  this,  supervision  is  still  inadequate  and  very 
difficult. 


NON-EUROPEAN  CHILD  WELFARE 

GENERAL 

The  Non-European  Clinics  were  conducted  at  Atteridgeville,  the  Compound  Clinic,  Vlak- 
fontein,  and  at  Bantule  until  the  end  of  May,  when  all  services  were  discontinued  here  because 
this  location  was  closed  down. 

The  Clinic  building  at  Saulsville  has  been  completed  now,  but  has  not  yet  been  opened 
because  of  lack  of  Medical  staff.  Residents  of  Saulsville  (which  adjoins  Atteridgeville)  have  been 
attending  the  Atteridgeville  Clinic  and  this  is  responsible  for  the  large  increase  of  attendance 
there. 

At  Vlakfontein  work  is  progressing  smoothly  in  our  newly  erected  Clinic  building,  in  spite 
of  very  large  Clinic  attendances  with  rush  periods. 

At  Atteridgeville,  Vlakfontein  and  the  Compound,  investigations  have  been  carried  out  in 
connection  with  Stillbirths  and  Deaths  under  the  age  of  five  years.  The  information  gathered 
can  as  yet  not  be  used  for  statistical  purposes  for  the  following  reasons : — Firstly,  both  at  Atteridge- 
ville  and  Vlakfontein,  due  to  shortage  of  staff  and  increase  in  population,  it  has  been  impossible 
to  investigate  all  the  Stillbirths  and  Deaths  which  came  to  our  notice.  Secondly,  many  of  the  new¬ 
comers  were  confined  by  local  gamps  in  the  location  and  Births,  Stillbirths  and  Deaths  only  came 
to  our  notice  anything  from  six  months  to  one  year  afterwards. 

Thirdly,  particulars  and  addresses  as  regards  Births,  Stillbirths  and  Deaths,  submitted  to  us 
by  the  Holy  Cross  and  Denneboom  Nursing  Homes  and  the  Native  Commissioner  could,  in  a 
large  percentage  of  cases,  not  be  traced  by  our  staff,  through  the  informants  giving  the  wrong 
address.  In  an  attempt  to  overcome  this  difficulty,  we  have  now,  in  the  case  of  Atteridgeville, 
approached  the  Cemetery  Caretaker  for  information  in  connection  with  the  burial  of  Stillbirths 
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and  all  Deaths  under  the  age  of  five  years.  Even  here  in  a  large  percentage  of  cases,  there  are  still 
many  inaccuracies.  Either  the  number  or  name  of  the  street  has  been  incorrectly  given  or  in  some 
instances  the  spelling  of  the  surname  is  incorrect  and  it  becomes  well  nigh  impossible  to  trace. 
Until  more  accurate  information  is  forthcoming  the  available  figures  are  of  very  little  statistical 
value.

At  the  Compound  Clinic  the  number  of  first  and  subsequent  visits  to  newly  born  infants 
have  increased  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  many  families  have  been  rehoused  either  at  Vlakfontein 
or  Atteridgeville.  T  he  reason  for  this  is  because  the  natives  remaining  at  the  Bantule  Location, 
have  been  visited  by  the  staff  of  the  Compound  Clinic. 

First  visits  to  newly  born  infants  at  the  new  Vlakfontein  Location  was  only  started  this  year. 

The  number  of  first  vistis  to  newly  born  infants  at  Atteridgeville  and  Vlakfontein  does  not 
reflect  the  number  of  births,  because  the  staff  is  still  mainly  occupied  with  the  large  number  of 
attendances  at  the  clinic.  This  takes  up  most  of  their  time  and  home  visits  had  to  be  somewhat 
neglected. 

At  Vlakfontein  there  is  only  two  sessions  per  week  free  for  home  visiting  and  this  was  only 
started  at  the  beginning  of  October.  Subsequent  visits  or  visits  to  sick  children  could  not  be  under¬ 
taken  because  of  the  large  clinic  attendances  which  kept  the  staff  occupied  most  of  the  time.

At  Vlakfontein  the  number  of  first  attendances  is  less  than  those  for  the  previous  year  because 
of  the  re-arrangements  in  the  system  of  attendances.  Previously,  all  children  attending  for  the 
first  time  were  included  here,  but  during  the  latter  part  of  last  year  and  during  the  course  of  this 
year,  only  babies  and  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  included  in  the  figures. 

At  the  Compound  Clinic  the  number  of  re-attendances  and  sick  children  seen  by  the  doctor, 
all  show  increases  for  natives,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  families,  who  used  to 
live  here,  have  now  been  resettled  in  Atteridgeville,  Saulsville  and  Vlakfontein.  This  increase 
is  because  natives  from  the  Peri-Urban  areas  as  well  as  the  remaining  inhabitants  from  Bantule 
came  to  the  Compound  Clinic. 

All  figures  for  Bantule  are  greatly  reduced.  This  is  because  services  here  were  discontinued 
from  the  end  of  May.

PRETORIA  NURSERY  SCHOOLS 

Since  1932  the  Pretoria  City  Council  has  given  substantial  assistance  to  nursery  schools 
within  its  area.  It  was  one  of  the  first  of  a  steadily  increasing  number  of  Municipalities  to  recognise 
the  contribution  made  by  well-run  nursery  schools  to  a  rounded-out  programme  of  public  health 
services.  The  nursery  school  follows  on  logically  from  infant  and  child  welfare  clinics.  It  provides 
for  children  from  two  years  to  school-going  age  such  amenities  as  space,  safety,  health  care  and 
training,  companionship,  opportunity  for  active,  constructive  play,  and  training  both  in  inde¬ 
pendence  and  social  co-operation,  under  the  supervision  of  specially  trained  personnel.  Thus 
it  meets  the  essential  requirements  of  children  of  this  age  for  physical,  emotional  and  social  health. 
In  these  pre-school  years  the  nursery  school  lays  a  foundation  for  sound  growth  and  development 
of  future  citizens. 


A  few  Municipalities  conduct  their  own  nursery  schools  under  their  Health  Departments. 
Others,  like  Pretoria,  give  annual  grants  to  schools  run  by  non-profit  making  Committees.  In 
1958,  the  following  nursery  schools  in  Pretoria,  listed  in  order  of  their  establishment,  received 
grants-in-aid  from  the  Municipality: —

In  addition  to  the  Municipal  grant-in-aid,  two  of  the  above  nursery  schools  were  also  assisted 
by  the  Municipal  Health  Department  with  services  of  a  doctor  or  district  Health  Visitor.  The 
pioneer  nursery  school  of  Pretoria  is  provided  with  accommodation  in  municipal  premises. 


All  of  the  grant-aided  nursery  schools  were  recognised  by  the  Transvaal  Education  Department 
for  purposes  of  per  capita  subsidy  given  to  nursery  schools  which  maintain  a  specific  standard  in 
respect  of  accommodation,  equipment,  staffing  and  programme. 

Four  of  the  schools  run  from  8  a.m.  to  2  p.m.  and  provide  a  midday  meal  and  after  dinner 
sleep;  four  are  open  in  the  morning  only.  These  eight  observe  the  Government  School  terms. 
One  European  school  runs  from  7.30  a.m.  to  5.30  p.m.  and  is  open  on  Saturdays  and  during  school 
vacations,  thus  catering  for  the  children  of  working  mothers.  The  Coloured  Child  Care  Centre 
also  runs  an  all-day  programme,  but  does  not  open  on  Saturdays  or  during  school  vacations. 

Fees  range  from  6d.  per  month  to  £1  /Is.  per  quarter,  varying  with  the  financial  circumstances 
of  the  families  served. 


The  total  average  attendance  of  children  in  1958  in  the  European  grant-aided  schools  was  515, 
a  highly  inadequate  proportion  of  the  City’s  pre-school  population.  The  schools  have  constantly 
long  waiting  lists  of  children  unable  to  be  accommodated. 

In  addition  to  the  ten  nursery  schools  subsidised  by  the  Municipality,  there  is  one  in  the 
Andries  Hendrik  Potgieter  Home  run  by  the  Hervormde  Church,  and  one  for  Indian  children 
in  the  Asiatic  Bazaar,  both  of  which  receive  provincial  subsidy.  There  are  also  nursery  school 
sections  in  the  School  for  Cerebral  Palsied  Children  and  in  the  Trans-Oranje  School  for  the  Deaf, 
which  are  under  the  aegis  of  the  Union  Department  of  Education,  Arts  and  science. 


PRETORIA  DENTAL  CLINICS 

For  the  period  April  195 7- March  1958. 


1.  The  Pretoria  Dental  Clinic  is  managed  by  a  Board  of  Control  consisting  of  representatives 
from  the  City  Council,  the  Transvaal  Provincial  Administration,  the  Northern  Transvaal 
Branch  of  the  Dental  Association  of  South  Africa  and  the  Union  Health  Department. 

2.  GRANT-IN-AID 

£3,100  per  annum  was  granted  by  the  City  Council.  The  Union  Health  Department  grants 
£3,100  per  annum  for  all  services,  except  for  indigent  children  attending  Transvaal  Provincial 
Schools.  The  Provincial  Administration  renewed  its  grant  of  £9,600  per  annum.

9.  PRE-SCHOOL,  ANTE-  AND  POST-NATAL  AND  NON-GOVERNMENT  SCHOOLS

duties  in  the  Clinic. 

The  non-Government  school  section  is  steadily  increasing. 

10.  ORTHODONTIC  SERVICES 

One  part-time  Dental  Surgeon  is  in  charge  of  the  Orthodontic  Department  during  two 
morning  sessions  per  week.  There  is  still  a  waiting-list  of  approximately  three  hundred 
patients  requiring  this  type  of  treatment. 

During  the  period  under  review  there  were  115  appliances  completed  and  32  repairs  done. 
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11.  NON-EUROPEAN  SERVICES 

Non-European  services  are  rendered  at  Marabastad,  Lady  Selborne  and  Atteridgeville 
Clinics  by  two  Dental  Surgeons  who  also  take  part  in  the  treatment  of  European  School 
Children.  The  demand  for  Conservative  Treatment  in  these  departments  is  a  growing  concern. 
The  operators  are  unable  to  cope  with  the  demand.

During  the  year  Miss  H.  C.  Wessels,  Senior  Clerk,  resigned  and  was  replaced  by  First  Grade 
Clerk  A.  MacKenzie. 

The  Superintendent  By-Products  and  Refrigeration  Plant  is  still  unable  to  assume  duty  after 
an  accident  in  1948  and  the  indications  are  that  his  service  with  the  Council  will  soon  be  terminated. 

With  two  of  the  Inspectorial  staff  seriously  ill  only  the  Senior  Meat  Inspector  is  left  on  duty 
and  the  staff  has  to  be  supplemented  from  the  District  Inspectorate. 

The  post  of  Assistant  Veterinary  Officer  is  still  vacant.  At  the  present  salary  offered  the 
chances  of  filling  this  post  satisfactorily  are  not  good. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  death  of  Mr.  P.  T.  Furstenburg,  a  Meat  Inspector,  is  recorded. 

As  the  arrangement  whereby  the  cleaning  of  the  kraals  be  undertaken  by  the  Parks  Department 
was  not  satisfactory,  the  Council  has  resolved  that  the  Abattoir  engage  five  natives  for  this  service 
and  that  the  Parks  Department  be  debited  with  the  amount  of  their  wages. 


MEAT  SUPPLIES 

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  schedule  appended  that  there  was  again  an  increase  in  animals 
slaughtered.  This  can  be  expected  with  the  steady  growth  of  Pretoria  and  its  environs. 

The  quality  of  beef  left  much  to  be  desired  as  the  supply  area  went  through  a  severe  drought. 
Even  the  cattle  introduced  from  South  West  Africa  were  generally  poor  in  condition.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year  therefore  very  high  prices  for  beef  and  mutton  were  obtained. 

The  scheme  whereby  carcases  are  sold  on  the  hook  was  extended  to  include  pork,  and  im¬ 
mediately  the  supplies  of  especially  the  poorer  quality  pigs  increased.  However,  some  time  will 
have  to  elapse  before  a  true  picture  of  the  market  will  be  obtained. 

Supplies  of  poultry  to  the  abattoirs  are  still  erratic  although  a  regular  trade  in  Kosher-slaugh- 
tered  animals  occurs. 

The  flow  of  animals  to  the  abattois  is  still  unsatisfactory  and  is  the  main  cause  of  fluctuations 
in  price  which  cause  great  dissatisfaction  to  producers.  The  traffic  in  meat  between  the  Rand  and 
Pretoria  no  doubt  serves  to  stabilise  the  price  somewhat. 


BUILDINGS  AND  PLANT 

The  extension  to  the  hanging  hall  has  greatly  facilitated  sales  as  well  as  the  removal  of  carases. 

The  installation  of  the  new  boiler  is  almost  complete  while  extra  latrine  and  ablution  facilities 
as  demanded  by  the  Factories  Inspector  have  been  commenced  with.  Certain  extensions  to  lairage 
are  also  being  undertaken.  The  supply  of  electricity  has  been  improved. 

Nevertheless  the  inadequacy  of  the  whole  institution  is  daily  becoming  more  apparent,  and 
before  new  abattoirs  can  be  erected,  a  fair  amount  of  money  will  have  to  be  spent  to  relieve  the 
congestion  that  will  have  developed. 
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NEW  ABATTOIR

This  matter  has  been  left  to  the  Abattoir  Sub-committee  of  the  Council,  and  the  report  to  this 
sub-committee  has  been  delayed  by  the  consideration  that  must  be  given  to  developing  a  site 
which  will  house  not  only  the  abattoirs  but  also  the  Market  and  possibly  other  Departments. 

BY-PRODUCTS  MANUFACTURE 

During  the  year  the  manufacture  of  bone  meal  was  discontinued  and  bones  are  no  longer 
purchased  from  outside  sources.  This  was  found  necessary  mainly  on  account  of  plant  becoming 
worn  out.  Manufacture  of  blood  meal,  carcase  meal  and  fat  is  being  maintained.  Demand  still 
far  outstrips  manufacture  and  prices  of  carcase-  and  blood  meal  are  still  controlled  at  prices  far 
below  those  obtaining  on  the  world  market. 

DISEASES  ENCOUNTERED 

The  picture  here  remained  very  similar  to  that  during  the  previous  year.  The  slight  increase 
in  Tuberculosis  and  Cysticercosis  encountered  in  pigs  is  due  chiefly  to  the  larger  number  of  native 
pigs  coming  from  Native  sources. 

Globidiosis  in  cattle  was  still  frequent  although  less  advanced  cases  than  in  previous  years 
were  found. 

Cysticercosis  is  still  the  disease  causing  the  greatest  wastage  of  our  beef  and  pork  supplies, 
while  Caseous  Lymphadenitis  in  sheep  plays  an  important  role  in  this  species. 

GENERAL 

During  the  year  lectures  were  given  to  Worcester  Technical  College  R.S.H.  trainees  during 
their  practical  training  at  the  abattoir  as  well  as  to  R.S.H.  students  at  the  Pretoria  Technical  College. 
Also  a  course  of  lectures  and  practical  demonstrations  was  given  to  four  doctors  taking  the  post 
graduate  D.P.H.  course. 

The  abattoirs  are  visited  from  time  to  time  by  groups  of  school  children,  students,  farmers,  etc. 

The  institution  and  its  staff  are  made  use  of  by  various  bodies  such  as  the  Pretoria  University, 
Onderstepoort,  Bureau  of  Standards,  etc.,  for  the  collection  of  organs,  parasites,  etc.,  for  research 
purposes.

RECORD  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  HEALTH  INSPECTORS 

Throughout  the  year  under  review  the  Department  has  been  short  of  its  authorised  establish¬ 
ment  of  health  inspectors,  although  it  became  evident  towards  the  close  of  the  period  that  personnel 
were  becoming  more  freely  available.  A  matter  for  concern  is  that  despite  repeated  advertisements 
for  qualified  meat  inspectors  at  the  abattoir,  responses  were  extremely  poor.  As  a  consequence 
of  the  continued  increasing  shortage  of  meat  inspectors,  it  was  necessary  to  second  at  least  two 
health  inspectors  and  frequently  three  or  four,  from  the  health  department  to  the  abattoir  through¬ 
out  the  year.  Most  health  inspectors  do  not  like  the  nature  of  the  work.  1  appreciate  the  willing¬ 
ness  with  which  the  health  inspectors  helped  out  at  the  abattoirs. 

With  more  staff  becoming  available,  it  has  been  possible  to  exercise  better  supervision  over 
the  various  districts  in  the  city,  and  to  do  a  little  more  house-to-house  work  than  has  hitherto 
been  possible. 

During  October  1958,  the  wholesale  butchers  were  all  notified  that  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  By-laws  relevant  to  butchers’  vehicles  would  come  into  force  on  the  9th  February,  1959, 
and  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  strictly  enforce  them. 

The  relevant  by-laws  read  as  follows: — 

“8.  (5)  (a)  Vehicles  used  by  a  butcher  for  the  conveyance  of  meat  shall  conform  to  the 

following  specification : — 

The  body  of  such  vehicle  shall  be  entirely  enclosed  and  the  necessary 
doors  which  shall  be  dustproof  shall  be  fitted  at  the  rear  or  on  the  sides 
of  the  body ;  the  entire  interior  of  the  vehicle,  including  top  and  bottom, 
sides  and  ends,  shall  be  lined  with  galvanised  iron,  or  other  similar  other 
non-porous  material,  of  a  thickness  of  not  less  than  18  gauge,  securely 
bolted  and  fixed  and  all  joints  soldered  or  welded  and  made  water-tight, 
presenting  a  smooth  surface.  The  interior  ends  of  all  bolts  and  rivet  heads 
shall  be  rounded  so  as  to  present  no  obstacle  to  cleaning.  Other  than 
such  bolts  and  rivet  heads,  no  other  surface  projection  shall  be  allowed 
within  the  vehicle.  Two  openings,  each  one  inch  in  diameter  shall  be 
provided  in  the  bottom  of  the  vehicle  to  allow  of  the  escape  of  water 
when  the  vehicle  is  being  cleaned,  which  openings  shall  be  efficiently 
closed  by  means  suitable  thereto  while  the  vehicle  is  in  use. 

(b)  Should  it  be  desired  to  carry  offal  in  a  vehicle  togetfier  with  meat,  a  box  lined 
and  covered  with  a  non-porous  material  as  set  out  in  paragraph  (a)  shall 
be  utilised  for  the  conveyance  of  such  offal.” 
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Although  the  by-laws  were  promulgated  during  February,  1956,  special  provisions  were  made 
whereby  the  above-quoted  sections  would  only  come  into  force  on  the  9th  February,  1959,  i.e.  three 
years  after  promulgation. 

The  aforementioned  circular  drew  an  immediate  response  from  the  wholesale  butchers  who, 
despite  written  and  verbal  warnings  during  the  interim  period,  had  failed,  almost  without  exception, 
to  make  provision  for  compliance  on  due  date.  At  their  request  a  meeting  between  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  other  Council  officials  and  members  of  the  trade  was  arranged. 

As  no  definite  decision  could  be  arrived  at  an  interview  between  the  butchers’  representatives 
and  the  Health  Committee  was  arranged.  The  Health  Committee  resolved  that  the  by-law  be  not 
repealed  and  that  if  the  wholesale  butchers  so  desired  they  could  discuss  the  matter  further  with 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  order  to  see  how  the  position  could  best  be  met. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  design  and  construction  of  suitable  bodies  were  receiving  much 
attention  from  the  trade  and  from  officials,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  by-laws  will  be  implemented 
without  too  much  difficulty. 

The  following  pages  of  this  report  give  in  some  detail  under  various  headings  the  work  of  the 
health  inspectorial  staff.

In  all  the  District  Health  Inspectors  carried  out  58,783  inspections  and  issued  23,181  written 
and  verbal  warnings  during  the  year. 

FOOD  SECTION 

The  importance  of  the  hygienic  production,  storage,  handling,  and  distribution  of  foodstuffs 
cannot  be  too  highly  stressed.  Regrettably,  however,  many  people  engaged  in  the  food  trade  do 
not  exercise  sufficient  care  and  attention  to  ensure  a  safe  and  clean  product. 

A  major  problem  is  the  education  of  non-Europeans,  who  contribute  by  far  the  highest  per¬ 
centage  of  food  handlers,  but  who  unfortunately  have  very  little  knowledge  of  hygiene  generally. 
Nevertheless,  by  constant  vigilance,  inspection  and  instruction,  conditions  have  shown  a  continued 
improvement. 

A  total  of  194  hours  was  devoted  to  early  morning,  lunch  hour  and  late  evening  inspections 
of  catering  establishments,  during  the  year. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  handling  of  foodstuffs  and  the  washing  of  utensils, 
cutlery  and  crockery,  particularly  during  meal  hours  when  rushed  conditions  prevail  and  hygiene 
could  so  easily  be  neglected 

Regular  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  of  all  public  water  supplies,  at  their  sources,  in 
the  course  of  distribution  throughout  the  city,  and  from  all  the  public  swimming  baths  and  paddling 
pools. 

Large  quantities  of  foodstuffs,  details  of  which  are  given  in  this  report,  were  surrendered  to 
the  Department  or  were  seized  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  were  condemned  or  destroyed. 

Daily  inspections  of  all  foodstuffs  exposed  for  sale  on  the  early  morning  market  were  carried 
out,  and  large  quantities  of  fruit,  vegetables  and  other  foodstuffs  were  seized,  condemned  and 
destroyed. 
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As  mentioned  before  a  total  of  194  hours  was  spent  on  special  night,  early  morning  and  lunch 
hour  inspections.

PEST  CONTROL  SECTION 


Mosquito  Control  Measures 

Routine  measures  consisting  of  the  clearing  of  vegetation  from  spruits,  irrigation  furrows 
and  dams,  grading  and  straightening  of  furrows  and  spruits  and  filling-in  and  levelling  of  holes 
and  depressions  which  were  actual  and  potential  mosquito  breeding  places  were  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

In  the  Northern  suburbs  several  road  bridges  were  constructed  over  the  two  spruits  which 
traverse  this  area,  with  the  result  that  the  spruits  had  to  be  straightened  at  several  points  which 
facilitated  the  flow  of  water  as  well  as  mosquito  control  measures.  In  all  instances  where  the 
spruits  were  straightened,  the  old  courses  were  filled  in  and  these  together  with  other  holes  and 
depressions  which  were  actual  or  potential  mosquito  breeding  places  which  were  also  filled  in 
and  levelled,  totalled  130. 

Anti-larval  spraying  in  all  spruits,  irrigation  furrows  and  dams,  seepage  furrows  and  swampy 
areas  was  carried  out  at  weekly  intervals  from  January  to  the  second  week  in  May. 

Fifty-four  gallons  of  D.D.T.  Emulsion  larvicide  were  used  and  as  the  dilution  of  the  emulsion 
is  1  in  300  water,  the  actual  number  of  gallons  sprayed  was  16,200. 

Mosquito  control  measures  were  carried  out  on  all  market  gardens  within  the  Municipal 
area  and  the  Department  enjoyed  the  full  co-operation  of  the  market  gardeners. 

One-hundred-and-ninety-seven  complaints  in  regard  to  mosquito  nuisance  were  investigated 
by  the  Pest  Control  staff  and  District  Inspectors  and  resulted  in  611  written  or  verbal  warnings 
being  given.  Seven  prosecutions  followed  for  failuie  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 
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In  the  course  of  these  investigations  mosquito  breeding  was  found  to  be  taking  place  in  a  large 
variety  of  receptacles  capable  of  holding  water  and  the  more  usual  ones  were  as  follows: — 

Tins,  bottles,  motor  car  tyres,  disused  car  batteries,  cisterns  in  disused  W.C.  apartments, 
sagging  and  badly  graded  roofgutters,  fish  ponds  (without  fish),  defective  french  drains 
and  vacuum  tanks. 

Rodent  Control 

Rodent  control  measures  were  maintained  in  all  Municipal  buildings,  parks,  stores,  town- 
lands,  sewage  disposal  works,  Rietvlei  Waterworks,  Vlakfontein,  Atteridgeville,  Saulsville,  Bon 
Accord  Quarries  and  also  at  all  nurseries. 

The  main  method  of  eradication  was  the  setting  of  poison  baits  of  which  16,781  were  set 
and  of  these  12,572  were  “taken”.  One-thousand-eight-hundred-and-fifteen  rodents  are  known 
to  have  been  destroyed,  but  this  figure  would  probably  be  munch  higher  were  it  possible*  to 
recover  all  carcases  but  for  various  reasons  many  carcases  were  not  recoverd. 

Two-thousand-and-eighty-six  rodents  were  either  seen  killed  or  reported  killed]  on  private 
premises. 

Seven-hundred-and-fifteen  complaints  were  investigated  and  resulted  in  1,067  written  and 
verbal  notices  requiring  measures  to  be  taken  for  the  eradication  of  rodents  being  issued.  Three 
persons  were  prosecuted  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

One-hundred-and-sixty-nine  certificates  were  issued  certifying  that  premises  were  rodent  free 
prior  to  the  demolition  of  buildings. 

Fly  Breeding 

Numerous  complaints  in  regard  to  fly  nuisance  were  investigated  and  several  surveys  were 
made  to  locate  their  breeding  places  and  resulted  in  one-thousand-one-hundred-and-three  inspec¬ 
tions  being  made. 

The  more  common  breeding  places  were  found  to  be  in  compost  heaps,  manure  heaps, 
decomposing  lawn  clippings  and  other  vegetable  matter. 

Four-hundred-and-eighty  verbal  and  written  warnings  requiring  measures  to  be  taken  to 
prevent  fly  breeding  were  issued  and  only  tv/o  persons  were  prosecuted  for  failing  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  notices. 

All  Municipal  Parks,  compost  pits  and  rubbish  dumps  were  inspected  at  regular  intervals 
and  the  control  measures  adopted  kept  fly  breeding  down  to  a  minimum.  Advice  in  regard  to 
measures  to  prevent  fly  breeding  was  given  in  560  instances. 

Cockroach  Control 

Cockroaches  on  Municipal  premises  were  eradicated  by  the  Pest  Control  section  by  means 
of  spraying  with  a  solution  containing  D.D.T.  and  B.H.C.  Some  of  the  premises  sprayed  remained 
cockroach  free  for  periods  of  up  to  six  months.  Many  requests  for  advice  in  regard  to  “pest” 
destruction  were  received  from  the  public  and  the  necessary  help  was  given.

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Of  the  Prosecutions  withdrawn,  one  was  on  account  of  an  error  in  registered  ownership; 
one  because  two  prosecutions  were  instituted  for  similar  offences  on  the  same  day  and  only  one 
proceeded  with;  one  on  account  of  insufficient  evidence;  and  one  because  the  requirements  of 
the  Department  were  complied  with  before  the  date  of  hearing. 

SLUM  CLEARANCE: 

General 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Department  has  maintained  steady  progress  in  its  endeavour 
to  eliminate  major  slum  dwellings  and  to  prevent  the  occupation  of  undesirable  quarters. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Department  adopted  a  policy  of  encouraging  owners  of  slum 
properties  to  voluntarily  co-operate  with  the  Department  in  eliminating  slum  conditions.  Warning 
notices  of  impending  action  under  the  Slums  Act  and  the  Municipal  Slum  Regulations,  afforded 
owners  adequate  time  and  opportunity  to  arrange  for  tenants  to  obtain  other  suitable  accom¬ 
modation. 

In  many  instances  owners  of  slum  dwellings  were  assisted  by  the  Housing  Section  in  the 
rehousing  of  families  where  alternate  accommodation  was  not  readily  available,  or  where  such 
other  accommodation  was  above  the  means  of  the  families  concerned. 

The  absence  of  suitable  housing  for  the  lower  income  groups  is  still  preventing  the  Department 
from  speeding  up  slum  clearance  in  European  areas.  It  is  envisaged,  however,  that  the  schemes 
at  present  under  consideration  for  building  houses  and  flats  for  these  groups,  will  assist  in  making 
Pretoria  the  city  with  the  lowest  number  of  slum  properties  in  the  Union. 

SLUM  SURVEYS: 

In  several  of  the  northern  suburbs,  major  slum  properties  have  almost  disappeared.  The 
shortage  of  ground  for  residential  use  has  prompted  owners  to  sell  slum  properties  at  high  prices 
to  building  contractors  who  lost  no  time  in  replacing  the  slum  dwellings  by  modern  colourful 
residences.  Many  old  wood  and  iron  houses  which  for  many  years  landmarked  the  suburbs, 
have  disappeared  in  this  manner. 

The  appreciation  of  a  healthy  and  colourful  environment  in  planning  and  designing  houses  is 
becoming  more  noticeable  by  the  enthusiasm  with  which  people  have  taken  to  colour,  shape 
and  design  of  new  houses.  Many  owners  of  minor  slum  dwellings,  prompted  by  the  presence 
of  colourful  new  dwellings  around  them,  have  modernised  their  own  homes  in  keeping  with  the 
changed  environment.  In  slum  elimination  undertakings  it  is  well  to  remember  that  it  requires 
more  than  a  roof  and  four  walls  to  encourage  a  sense  of  pride  and  a  better  standard  of  living. 
Variation  in  design  and  colour  create  an  impression  of  “difference”  which  encourages  competition 
in  beautifying  the  home  and  building  up  the  standard  of  family  life. 

DEMOLITIONS: 

The  majority  of  slum  dwellings  were  demolished  by  the  owners  immediately  or  soon  after 
they  became  vacant,  and  were  replaced  by  modern  dwellings  and  flats  or,  in  the  case  of  business 
sites,  modern  blocks  of  shops  and  offices  were  erected. 

In  the  centre  of  the  city  a  number  of  major  and  minor  slum  properties  were  demolished 
in  the  area  zoned  for  light  industrial  purposes  in  terms  of  the  Townplanning  Scheme.  In  a  number 
of  instances,  slum  properties  were  reconstructed  for  business  use. 

Owner  occupied  slum  dwellings  are  causing  some  concern,  as  the  majority  of  these  are  occupied 
by  persons  in  the  lower  income  group  who  acquired  the  properties  at  a  reasonable  price,  and  are 
still  paying  off  the  bonds.  In  order  to  assist  these  people,  each  case  was  treated  on  its  merits 
and  providing  the  fundamental  health  requirements  were  complied  with,  drastic  action  by  the 
Department  was  withheld.  Unless  this  type  of  person  is  assisted  financially,  there  is  not  much 
hope  of  anything  being  done  to  eliminate  slum  properties. 

Occupied  outbuildings  and  garages  received  special  attention  and  although  there  are  still 
quite  a  few  scattered  throughout  the  city,  the  majority  of  which  are  occupied  by  elderly  people 
requiring  care  by  friends  and  relatives,  the  number  has  decreased  considerably. 

Overcrowding,  segregation  of  sexes  and  absence  of  adequate  washing,  cooking  and  ablution 
facilities,  remain  a  problem  which  can  only  be  eliminated  by  the  provision  of  additional  houses. 

COURT  PROCEEDINGS: 

In  accordance  with  our  general  policy,  the  Department  endeavoured  to  gain  the  co-operation 
of  the  public  rather  than  resort  to  court  proceedings. 

No  court  proceedings  were  instituted  under  the  Slums  Act,  but  in  order  to  avoid  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  occupied  outbuildings  and  garages,  we  had  to  resort  to  court  action  under  the 
Municipal  Slums  Regulations,  but  only  after  all  other  means  of  persuasion  had  failed. 

There  were  six  prosecutions  for  occupation  of  outbuildings  and  in  one  instance  for  failing 
to  maintain  premises  in  a  sanitary  condition.  Nominal  fines  were  imposed  and  the  conditions  were 
remedied. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  against  one  person  for  obstruction  and  withholding  lawful 
information.  This  case  is  still  pending.

B.  Demolitions  and  Conversions  of  Residential  Premises 

An  exceptionally  large  number  of  applications  for  permission  to  demolish  dwellings  or  to 
convert  residences  into  business  premises  were  dealt  with  in  terms  of  the  Housing  Act  No.  10  of 

1957. 

As  indicated  in  my  previous  reports,  all  applications  receive  careful  consideration  before 
recommendations  are  submitted  to  the  National  Housing  Office  or  to  the  City  Council. 

The  majority  of  such  buildings  were  demolished  as  a  result  of  action  taken  by  this  Department 
under  the  Slums  Act  or  Municipal  Slums  Regulations. 

A  large  number  resulted  from  building  activities  in  areas  zoned  exclusively  for  business 
purposes  or  for  the  erection  of  modern  blocks  of  flats  and  offices.

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EUROPEAN  HOUSING  AND  REHABILITATION 
1.  GENERAL  HOUSING  POSITION: 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  stated  that  there  were  signs  of  deterioration  in  the  general  housing 
position  of  the  city,  especially  in  regard  to  accommodation  for  the  lower  income  groups.  In 
order  to  assess  the  extent  of  this  position,  and  to  prepare  for  European  housing  needs,  a  thorough 
investigation  has  been  undertaken. 

In  1951  the  City  Engineer  estimated  the  shortage  of  accommodation  for  Europeans  to  be 
3,500  houses,  1,000  flats  and  200  single  rooms.  This  estimate  was  based  on  statistics  obtained 
from  the  Controller  of  Letting,  and  from  the  results  of  the  Slums  Survey  undertaken  by  this 
Department  in  1947. 

Despite  intense  building  activity  which  has  taken  place  in  Pretoria  since  1951,  the  shortage 
of  accommodation  is  increasing  for  the  lower-income  groups  of  the  population. 

An  exact  assessment  of  the  shortage  of  accommodation  cannot  be  made  with  any  degree  of 
certainty,  and  the  data  submitted  can  only  be  regarded  as  an  estimate  of  our  opinion  to  indicate 
the  position  as  we  consider  it  to  be.  This  estimation  is  based  on  investigations  of  circumstances 
and  living  conditions  of  applicants  for  accommodation  in  our  housing  schemes,  the  number  of 
applications  received  by  us  annually,  the  number  of  families  actually  helped,  and  other  information 
in  regard  to  population,  income  groups,  average  size  of  families,  and  the  actual  number  of  housing 
units  built  annually  in  the  City. 

High  building  and  land  costs  have  for  many  years  prevented  private  enterprise  from  building 
houses  for  letting  purposes.  In  order  to  overcome  this  difficulty  investors  have  resorted  to  the 
building  of  flats,  and  in  Pretoria  there  does  not  now  appear  to  be  any  shortage  of  flats.  Houses 
for  renting  purposes  are  on  the  other  hand,  not  readily  available. 

Families  of  all  income  groups  find  it  difficult  to  obtain  suitable  houses  in  keeping  with  their 
social  standards  and  economic  position.  This  is  particularly  so  for  the  lower-income  groups, 
who  can  get  accommodation  at  reasonably  low  rentals  only  in  our  municipal  housing  schemes  or 
in  sub-standard  buildings,  outbuildings,  disused  stables  or  other  slum  or  overcrowded  properties. 

According  to  the  Department  of  Census  and  Statistics  there  were  21,717  houses  in  Pretoria 
in  1951,  and  the  overall  average  was  4.7  persons  per  house.  There  were  also  3,146  flats  at  an 
average  of  2.6  persons  per  flat.  The  total  population  for  the  city  at  that  time  was  130,797. 

From  information  supplied  by  the  Building  Section  of  the  City  Engineer’s  Department  the 
following  number  of  houses  and  flats  were  built  in  the  municipal  area  of  Pretoria  since  1951  : —

Since  1951  the  European  population  for  the  city  has  increased  by  at  least  19,207  persons  to  a 
total  of  more  than  150,000.  The  3,463  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  since  1951  could  however, 
only  cater  for  15,930  persons,  whilst  the  3,185  flats  catered  for  8,281  persons.  After  also  taking 
into  consideration  the  total  number  of  persons  affected  by  the  shortage  of  accommodation  in 
1951,  it  is  estimated  that  there  is  a  shortfall  now  of  houses  for  13,693  persons.  On  the  basis  of 
4.7  persons  per  house  this  represents  a  shortage  of  approximately  2,914  houses. 

Since  1951,  976  houses  were  either  demolished  or  converted  into  business  and  other  premises, 
which  further  increased  the  total  shortage  to  3,910  houses.  The  Council,  however,  built  307 
houses  since  1951,  which  in  turn  reduced  the  shortage  to  3,603  houses.  Of  this  total  the  shortage 
is  greatest  for  the  lower-income  groups,  because  from  information  supplied  by  the  Department 
of  Census  and  Statistics  at  least  50  %  of  the  city’s  population  falls  into  the  income  group  earning 
less  than  £500  per  annum.  This  group  is  eligible  for  accommodation  in  our  sub-economic  houses 
in  Proclamation  Hill  and  Danville,  for  which  the  income  limits  laid  down  by  the  National  Housing 
Commission  are  £30  and  £43/6/8  per  month  respectively.  It  is  therefore  evident  that  at  least 
one-half  of  the  new  accommodation  provided  since  1951  should  have  been  for  this  latter  group. 
This,  however,  was  not  the  case  because  of  the  very  high  cost  of  building,  resulting  in  high  rents 
for  the  newly-built  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise,  whose  main  motive  is  obviously  “profitable 
investment”.  It  is  therefore  necessary  to  consider  a  house-building  programme  of  about  2,500 
houses  for  this  lower-income  group. 

We  have  been  receiving  about  900  applications  for  accommodation  annually.  With  the 
present  number  of  houses  available  only  about  240  of  these  applicants  can  be  helped  annually, 
which  is  only  a  very  small  proportion  of  those  who  require  help.  If  it  were  known  that  accom¬ 
modation  could  be  made  available  for  more  people  in  our  schemes,  we  would  receive  a  higher 
number  of  applications.  Many  needy  families  do  not  apply  because  they  are  discouraged  by  the 
long  waiting  list. 
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To  cope  with  the  housing  shortage  for  the  lower-income  group,  the  building  of  at  least  2,000 
economic  houses  should  be  considered  as  an  immediate  project,  with  an  additional  300  houses 
annually,  making  a  total  of  5,000  houses  over  the  next  ten  years. 

There  is  of  course,  the  question  as  to  whose  responsibility  this  is.  YOe  feel  that  it  should 
remain  with  the  City  Council  and  be  financed  with  funds  from  the  Central  Government,  with 
no  loss  to  the  Council. 

Along  with  the  provision  of  houses,  is  the  very  serious  question  of  the  availability  of  ground 
upon  which  they  can  be  built.  According  to  the  City  Engineer’s  Department  the  only  land  con¬ 
sidered  suitable  for  low-cost  economic  housing  development  within  the  municipal  area  of  Pretoria 
is  the  following: —

There  is  of  course  also  the  possibility  of  using  Lady  Selborne  as  a  future  area  for  European 
housing  development.  This  can,  however,  only  be  achieved  when  the  non-European  population 
there  is  removed  and  accommodated  elsewhere.  After  removal  and  a  re-layout  of  the  township 
it  is  estimated  that  1,400  sites  would  be  made  available.  If  the  latter  is  included  for  housing 
development  for  the  lower-income  group,  we  will  have  a  total  of  3,949  sites  available. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  Kwaggasrand,  west  of  West  Park  has  already  been  planned  as  a 
future  township  in  the  Western  areas,  but  is  still  awaiting  development.  This  township,  com¬ 
prising  703  stands  of  approximately  10,000  square  feet  each,  will  have  to  cater  for  the  housing  of 
the  middle-income  group,  and  especially  for  those  who  would  like  to  build  their  own  houses. 
It  is  unlikely  that  this  township  would  be  used  for  a  low-cost  economic  housing  scheme,  and  in 
any  case  land  must  be  made  available  in  the  western  areas  for  those  persons  employed  in  the 
industrial  undertakings  which  are  developing  there. 

From  the  above  it  will  therefore  be  seen  that  there  is  not  even  sufficient  ground  available  within 
the  municipal  area  for  the  5,000  economic  houses  which  we  will  require  within  the  next  ten  years. 
We  have,  in  addition,  to  consider  the  necessity  of  replacing  the  136  flats  at  the  Showgrounds  and 
clearing  this  site  for  other  purposes.  Suitable  land  must  therefore  be  found  elsewhere,  but  prefer¬ 
ably  towards  the  east  and  south  of  the  present  municipal  boundaries.  Such  ground  must  be 
reasonably  cheap,  with  adequate  shopping  centres,  schools  and  other  essential  amenities  readily 
available. 

Fom  a  sociological  point  of  view  it  is  important  that  we  obtain  land  elsewhere.  The  con¬ 
centration  of  housing  schemes  in  one  or  two  areas  creates  a  certain  amount  of  “stigma”  to  such 
areas,  which  must  be  avoided.  On  the  other  hand  workers  should  be  housed  as  near  to  their 
places  of  employment  as  possible,  and  as  industrial  and  other  developmets  in  Pretoria  are  no 
longer  confined  to  the  western  areas,  housing  schemes  should  be  built  elsewhere  to  provide 
for  the  needs  of  these  workers. 

The  above  observations  in  regard  to  the  need  to  acquire  land  for  housing  purposes  do  not 
take  into  consideration  the  needs  for  private  housing  development.  There  is  a  lack  of  ground 
which  has  led  to  many  people  living  outside  the  municipal  area  even  though  employed  in  the  city 
area.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the  European  population  of  the  areas  outside  the  municipal 
boundaries  has  increased  since  1951  from  approximately  21,300  persons  to  30,200,  an  increase 
of  41.3  %  as  against  an  increase  of  population  in  the  municipal  area  of  14.75  %  over  the  same  period. 

SUMMARY 

1.  There  is  no  shortage  of  flats. 

2.  There  is  a  fairly  extensive  shortage  of  houses. 

3.  Of  this  shortage  about  2,500  houses  are  required  by  low-wage  earners. 

4.  Immediate  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  building  of  2,000  low-cost  economic 
houses,  and  thereafter  approximately  300  houses  annually. 

5.  Approximately  5,000  low-cost  economic  houses  should  be  built  within  the  next  ten  years. 

6.  Immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  acquire  suitable  land  for  housing  schemes  towards  the 
east,  south  or  other  areas  for  future  housing  schemes. 

7.  Adequate  land  at  reasonable  prices  should  be  acquired  and  made  available  for  the  middle 
and  upper  income  groups. 
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From  this  report  it  would  appear  that  our  requirements  for  the  immediate  future  would  be 
as  follows: — 

(1)  Flats 

(a)  The  building  of  one  block  of  approximately  30  flats  as  a  beginning,  in  the  area  on 
the  southern  aspect  of  Proclamation  Hill  near  the  existing  shops,  and  if  this  is 
successful,  consideration  be  given  to  the  building  of  a  second  block  of  flats  on  the 
ground  west  of  Campbell  Court  near  the  Golf  Course.  Not  more  than  about  30 
flats  should  be  erected  in  any  one  block.  Sufficient  ground  be  available  for  gardening 
and  play-space  and  rentals  should  not  exceed  £16/1/8  for  one-bedroomed  flats  and 
£20/2/2  for  two-bedroomed  flats. 

(b)  The  question  of  terraced  housing  should  be  investigated. 

(c)  In  the  light  of  more  recent  development,  Goede  Hoop  should  be  replanned  and 
provision  made  for  the  building  of  municipal  flats  in  this  area. 

(2)  Houses 

As  an  immediate  programme  the  following  houses  should  be  built: — 

(a)  5o  Double-storey  houses  in  Danville.  This  scheme  has  already  been  approved  and 
application  is  being  made  to  the  National  Housing  Office  for  funds. 

(b)  50  Ultra-low-cost  houses  in  Danville,  interspersed  among  the  present  economic 
houses. 

(c)  50  New  economic  houses  similar  to  those  already  erected  in  Danville. 

( d )  200  Ultra-low-cost  houses  in  Danville  Extension  and  provision  to  be  made  in  the 
1959/1960  Estimates  for  development  of  this  Township. 

(e)  50  Sub-economic  houses  for  Old  Age  Pensioners.  These  houses  to  be  of  a  special 
type  to  confirm  with  the  requirements  of  the  Aged,  and  to  be  built  as  economically 
as  possible.  With  the  exception  of  the  houses  for  Old  Aged  Pensioners,  all  of  the 
above  houses  to  contain  no  fewer  than  three  bedrooms. 

(3)  Planning  in  regard  to  the  Showgrounds 

As  and  when  sufficient  accommodation  becomes  available  as  set  out  in  the  report 

above,  the  converted  bungalows  at  the  Showgrounds  should  be  gradually  demolished 

and  the  site  cleared  as  soon  as  possible. 


2.  PROPOSED  SCHEMES: 

Although  the  Council  had  agreed  to  embark  upon  more  housing  schemes  during  the  year, 
no  houses  were  built.  This  was  due  to  technical  and  other  delays  in  preparing  for  these  schemes, 
and  also  due  to  the  Council’s  inability  to  develop  a  township  west  of  the  existing  Danville  township 
for  this  purpose. 

The  schemes  contemplated  were  the  building  of  100  ultra  low-cost  houses  to  sell  for  approxi¬ 
mately  £1,250,  including  the  cost  of  land;  50  double-storey  type  of  economic  houses  in  Danville 
to  sell  for  approximately  £2,150  including  the  cost  of  land;  and  43  owner-assisted  economic  houses 
in  Hercules.  Under  the  latter  scheme  prospective  “owners”  will  be  permitted  to  assist  personally 
in  the  construction  of  these  houses  by  prior  arrangement  with  recognised  and  approved  building 
contractors,  with  a  view  to  effecting  savings  on  the  ultimate  cost  of  erection.  The  Council  will 
however,  be  prepared  to  grant  a  maximum  loan  of  £2,150  which  includes  the  cost  of  land  allocated 
by  the  Council  to  the  prospective  “owner”. 

Funds  for  these  schemes  will  be  obtained  from  the  National  Housing  Commission.  All  of 
the  above  houses  will  be  sold  under  the  “hire  with  option  to  purchase  basis”  if  the  amount  of 
the  minimum  deposit  of  5  %  and  transfer  fees  cannot  be  paid  immediately  by  intending  purchasers. 
Under  this  scheme  an  economic  rental  is  charged,  and  out  of  this  rental  certain  amounts  (which 
represent  the  provision  made  in  the  rental  for  administrative  costs,  repairs  and  maintenance 
and  bad  debts  reserves)  are  accumulated  by  the  Council  on  behalf  of  purchasers,  until  sufficient 
funds  are  available  to  pay  the  deposit  and  the  transfer  duty.  Thereafter  a  Deed  of  Sale  will  be 
entered  into  between  the  Council  and  such  purchasers. 


3.  HOME  OWNERSHIP  SCHEMES: 

The  “hire  with  option  to  purchase”  system  described  above,  was  introduced  by  the  Council 
to  afford  lesser-privileged  families,  who  have  no  saved-up  cash,  to  acquire  security  of  tenure  by 
ultimately  becoming  owners  of  the  property  allocated  to  them.  Outside  of  our  housing  schemes 
most  of  these  families  are  constantly  on  the  move  from  one  house  to  another  because  of  high 
rentals  which  they  have  to  pay  for  limited  and  often  substandard  accommodation  made  available 
by  private  enterprise,  and  also  because  the  houses  occupied  by  them  are  often  sold  over  their 
heads — thereby  forcing  them  to  get  out. 
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The  accumulation  of  the  deposit  and  transfer  duty  extends  over  periods  varying  from  1\  to  3 
years  depending  upon  the  scheme  and  the  assessed  economic  rental.  This  scheme  has  been  in 
operation  long  enough  now  for  us  to  assess  its  value  both  to  the  Council  and  the  purchasers  them¬ 
selves.  There  is  no  doubt  that  it  has  been  an  unqualified  success.  Losses  have  been  kept  down  to  a 
minimum  because  “purchasers”  pay  a  full  economic  rental  until  such  time  as  they  actually  purchase 
their  houses.  They  are  in  this  way  also  provided  with  a  very  practical  way  of  ultimately  becoming 
“owners”  without  having  to  have  any  available  cash  beforehand.  When  the  deposit  and  transfer 
duty  is  paid,  a  Deed  of  Sale  is  entered  into,  and  the  monthly  repayments  are  immediately  reduced 
by  the  monthly  amount  saved  by  the  Council  on  behalf  of  the  “purchasers”. 

4.  EXISTING  SCHEMES: 

The  Council  has  880  economic  houses  in  its  various  economic  selling  schemes.  Of  these 
there  were  71  cancellations  and  resales  and  10  cessions  of  rights  and  obligations  during  the  year. 
In  relation  to  the  number  of  houses  available,  this  changeover  of  “purchasers”  is  considered 
reasonably  low. 

Although  the  Council  in  recent  years  converted  the  greater  portion  of  its  sub-economic  houses 
into  economic  selling  schemes,  there  are  still  417  sub-economic  houses  available.  Despite  the 
low  income  limits  prescribed  by  the  National  Housing  Commission  for  accommodation  in  sub- 
economic  houses  there  is  still  a  very  heavy  demand  for  these  houses. 

Most  of  the  applicants  are  pensioners,  widows  and  deserted  wives  with  children.  There  are 
only  a  very  few  wage  earners  whose  incomes  are  “sub-economic”  in  terms  of  the  very  low  income 
limits,  namely  £30  per  month,  laid  down  for  these  houses  by  the  National  Housing  Commission. 

The  demand  is  very  great  for  three-  and  four-bedroomed  houses,  and  because  of  the  small 
number  of  these  available,  we  have  great  difficulty  in  helping  many  of  the  larger  and  really  needy 
families.  The  building  of  the  ultra-low-cost  houses  referred  to,  should  assist  in  providing  relief 
to  such  families. 


5.  DIVERSE: 

During  the  year  18  houses  and  flats  were  purchased  by  the  Council  in  connection  with  the 
proposed  Inner  Ring  Road  and  other  municipal  developmental  projects.  These  were  handed  over 
to  this  Department  for  letting,  control  and  administrative  purposes. 

The  Council  has  also  agreed  to  a  proposal  to  build  a  Community  Centre  in  the  far  Western 
areas  to  serve  the  people  living  in  Proclamation  Kill,  Danville  and  West  Park  areas,  which  are 
predominantly  “housing”  townships.  Plans  for  this  scheme  are  almost  complete  and  it  is  hoped 
that  building  operations  will  commence  during  the  coming  year. 


6.  SUMMARY  OF  ALL  EXISTING  HOUSING  SCHEMES

L.  Economic  Housing  Scheme:  Hercules 

Although  it  was  originally  proposed  to  build  100  of  these  houses,  only  57  were  built  during 
1955. 

These  houses  sold  for  approximately  £2,150,  repayments  being  approximately  £14/5/0 
per  month. 

The  remaining  43  sites  have  been  set  aside  for  a  home-assisted  scheme  in  which  purchasers 
will  be  permitted  to  participate  in  the  actual  building  of  their  houses  in  order  to  keep  the  cost 
of  erection  as  low  as  possible. 

M.  Low  Cost  Economic  Selling  Scheme  at  Danville 

One  hundred  houses  built  and  sold  during  1953  and  1954.  Houses  sold  for  approximately 
£1,950  each,  repayments  approximately  £13  monthly. 

N.  Pretoria  Economic  Selling  Scheme  (150  Houses) 

Thirty-nine  houses  erected  at  New  Muckleneuk  and  1 1  at  Capital  Park. 

Houses  sold  for  approximately  £2,850  to  £3,150. 

Repayments,  after  payment  of  minimum  deposits  of  £60-£70,  are  approximately  £20— £22 
per  month. 

Owing  to  the  Council’s  inability  to  acquire  adequate  land  and  because  of  the  high  cost  of 
these  houses,  the  Council  decided  against  proceeding  with  the  building  of  the  remaining  100  houses. 

O.  New  Danvilie  Economic  Scheme  (100  Houses) 

One  hundred  houses  completed  and  sold  during  1956. 

These  houses  are  a  little  more  expensive  due  to  improved  design,  than  the  original  low-cost 
houses. 

The  selling  price  of  these  houses  is  approximately  £2,150.  The  first  50  were  sold  on  the  basis 
of  repayment  of  deposit  and  transfer  duty  loan  being  repaid  over  a  period  of  10  years.  Monthly 
repayments  were  approximately  £14/10/0  per  month. 

The  second  50  houses  were  sold  on  the  revised  basis  of  “hire  with  option  to  purchase  after 
three  years”,  that  is  payment  of  an  economic  rental  of  approximately  £18/10/0  per  month  until 
the  amount  of  the  deposit  and  transfer  duty  is  paid  ofF  through  credit  allowed  in  respect  of  the 
provision  made  in  the  rental  for  bad  debts  reserve,  administration  and  maintenance  costs. 

P.  Sundry  Economic  Properties 

The  control  and  administration  of  135  economic  houses  erected  in  various  parts  of  the  city 
were  taken  over  from  the  City  Treasurer’s  Department. 

Of  these  the  entire  housing  loan  has  been  paid  off  in  27  cases,  thus  leaving  a  total  of  108  still 
under  control  of  this  Department. 
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NON-EUROPEAN  HOUSING 

OLD  SCHEMES 

I.  Atteridgeville 

475  Morgen  in  extent  and  regarded  as  one  of  the  best  native  locations  in  the  Union.  Atteridge 
ville  was  established  in  1939;  £409,862  was  spent  on  the  erection  of  1,532  dwellings  and  £247, 08< 
on  development  of  the  area  and  services. 

There  are  two,  three,  four  and  five-roomed  houses  which,  under  the  new  policy,  have  eithei 
been  sold  or  let  to  the  occupiers  on  an  economic  basis. 

Six  schools  cater  for  approximately  2,500  children  and  bursaries  totalling  £670  are  awarded 
annually  to  deserving  students. 

Apart  from  such  services  as  water-borne  sewerage  and  rubbish  removal  there  is  an  excellent 
clinic  conducted  by  qualified  doctors  and  trained  nurses. 

The  residents  have  excellent  sports  facilities,  most  games  being  catered  for. 


II.  Bantule 

Funds  were  made  available  by  the  National  Housing  Commission  for  the  provision  of  housing 
for  Bantule  residents  in  the  new  Atteridgeville  area  and  as  a  result  the  majority  of  residents  have 
been  removed. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  entire  area  will  be  evacuated  in  the  very  near  future. 


III.  Lady  Selborne 

This  is  a  freehold  native  township  which  the  Council  has  incorporated  with  the  formei 
Hercules  Municipality.  The  area  was  originally  laid  out  about  1903  and  consisted  of  800  erven. 
As  a  result  of  the  development  and  expansion  of  Pretoria,  these  erven  have  been  sub-divided 
to  such  an  extent  that  there  are  now  approximately  1,800  land  owners  and  a  population  of  about 
48,000. 

Lady  Selborne  has  been  declared  as  a  future  European  area  by  the  Group  Areas  Board.  It  it 
therefore  anticipated  that  the  residents  will  be  transferred  to  the  Atteridgeville  and  Vlakfonteii 
Locations  in  due  course. 

This  area  is  unsewered  and  seriously  overcrowded.  There  are  a  number  of  well-constructed 
dwellings  interspersed  among  a  large  number  of  quite  unsatisfactory  wood  and  iron  structures 
It  is  impossible  to  take  action  about  elimination  of  overcrowding  and  removal  of  slums  until  a 
definite  policy  has  been  determined  and  alternate  housing  made  available. 

There  is  a  Recreation  Hall,  Clinic  and  Creche  in  the  area,  besides  a  modern  maternity  home 
run  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

NEW  SCHEMES 
IV  VLAKFONTEIN 

The  Vlakfontein  West  scheme  was  completed  in  June  1956.  There  are  6,005  four-roomed 
houses  built  at  a  cost  of  £187/3/5  each.  In  addition  the  following  buildings  were  erected: — 

7  Schools,  48  shops,  Community  Centre,  Beerhall,  Post  Office,  Administration  Block, 
Creche,  Clinic,  Doctor’s  Consulting  Room,  Carpenter’s  Shop  and  a  Maternity  Home. 

Sports  grounds  have  been  laid  out  and  a  pavilion  constructed. 

Twenty  morgen  of  land  has  been  set  aside  for  a  Provincial  General  Hospital. 

The  area  is  developing  steadily,  priority  being  given  to  the  supply  of  electricity,  road  construc¬ 
tion  and  stormwater  drainage. 

There  is,  like  in  Atteridgeville,  a  fully  equipped  and  staffed  Polyclinic  catering  for  both  Vlak¬ 
fontein  West  and  East. 

Population  38,139. 


V.  Vlakfontein  East 

522  Two-roomed  houses  have  been  completed  of  which  301  have  been  converted  to  four- 
roomed  houses. 

There  are  16  shops  and  1  school  in  the  area. 

Capital  projects  are  mainly  confined  to  the  supply  of  electricity  and  water,  road  construction 
and  stormwater  drainage.  Population  approximately  4,985. 
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VI.  Atteridgeville 

2,838  Four-roomed  houses  have  been  completed  in  the  new  Atteridgeville  area  to  date. 

In  addition  to  a  Library,  a  Creche,  a  Recreation  Hall  and  a  Funeral  Parlour,  there  are  four 
schools. 

The  area  is  developing  according  to  plan  with  emphasis  on  sewerage  reticulation,  electricity 
and  water  services,  road  construction  and  stormwater  drainage. 

Population  approximately  28,009. 


VII.  Saulsville  (An  area  just  west  of  Atteridgeville) 

1,542  Four-roomed  houses  have  been  completed  and  687  sites  laid  out  and  provided  with 
water  and  sewerage  services. 

Four  schools,  25  shops  and  a  clinic  have  been  erected. 

In  developing  the  area  sewerage  reticulation,  electricity  and  water  services,  road  construction 
and  stormwater  drainage  are  the  main  capital  projects  being  concentrated  on  at  present. 

Here  too  a  polyclinic,  extension  of  Atteridgeville  has  been  erected. 

Population  approximately  10,326. 


VIII.  Single  Quarters  (Hostel)  Saulsville 

399  Hostel  units  for  the  accommodation  of  6,384  persons  have  been  constructed  and  electricity 
is  provided.  The  area  is  sewered. 

Each  unit  has  communal  hot  water  showers  and  kitchens  equipped  with  electrical  hot-plates 
for  cooking  facilities. 

The  monthly  rental  is  £1/0/0. 

Approximately  2,000  single  natives  are  accommodated  at  present  but  a  steady  increase  in  the 
new  year  is  anticipated. 


IX.  General 

The  electrified  rail  service  from  the  City  to  the  Atteridgeville  and  Saulsville  areas  is  now 
operating  successfully. 


X.  Asiatic  and  Coloured  Housing 

Slum  clearance  in  these  areas  within  the  City  has  not  been  undertaken  as  no  alternative 
accommodation  is  available. 

Asiatics  and  Coloured  families  are  living  under  appalling  conditions  but  relief  will  be  forth¬ 
coming  shortly  as  Claudius  T  ownship  has  been  set  aside  by  the  Group  Areas  Eoard  as  a  residential 
area  for  Asiatics  and  a  portion  of  Derdepoort  for  the  Coloureds. 

A  census  is  at  present  being  conducted  to  establish  the  housing  needs  of  both  groups.

4.  TRANSPORTATION  OF  MILK 

The  usual  transportation  of  milk  from  farms  is  effected  by  rail  and  road  motor  transport. 
By  far  the  greatest  quantity  of  milk  is  transported  by  motor  vehicles,  which  take  delivery  of  milk 
on  the  farms  or  along  the  main  routes.  No  refrigerated  transport  is  in  use.  City  deliveries  are 
carried  out  mostly  by  motor  lorries  and  delivery  bicycles. 

The  whole  question  of  milk  transport  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  especially  because  whether 
milk  is  pasteurised  or  not,  its  quality  deteriorates  if  it  is  not  kept  sufficiently  cool.

The  increase  in  the  percentage  (6.8  %)  of  raw  milk  consumption  and  the  decrease  (6.8  %) 
in  the  percentage  of  pasteurised  milk  consumed  in  comparison  with  that  for  the  period  1957, 
is  because  more  milk  depots  were  opened  in  the  city  by  producer-distributors,  who  under  legisla¬ 
tion  promulated  during  1957,  were  forced  to  cease  distribution  directly  from  their  rarms. 


All  industrial  milk  imported  during  periods  of  shortage  was  pasteurised  before  consumption. 
Such  importation  is  only  permitted  after  careful  consideration  of  the  position  uuring  periods  of 
seasonal  shortage. 

The  following  is  a  schedule  of  milk  imported,  received  as  surplus  during  periods  of  seasonal 
surplus  and  the  gallonage  rejected  due  to  souring,  odour,  etc.,  for  the  period  under  review:—

Most  of  the  surplus  milk  received  during  periods  of  seasonal  surplus  was  diverted  by  the 
major  distributing  concerns  directly  to  cheese  factories,  milk  powder  factories,  condensing  ac- 
tories  and  factories  manufacturing  sterilised  milk  products,  whilst  a  smal  percentage  of  surplus 
milk  was  separated  and  the  cream  sold  to  butter  factories.  Most  of  the  skimmed  milk  left  after 
separating  was  simply  thrown  away  as  no  suitable  market  could  be  found.

It  is  regrettable  that  the  total  number  of  employees  presented  for  Typhoid  Testing  constitutes 
only  a  small  percentage  (10.9%)  of  the  total  number  of  persons  employed  in  the  milk  trade,  but 
this  can  unfortunately  not  be  helped  because  of  the  long  distances  of  farms  from  the  city.  Those 
who  were  examined  were  mostly  employees  of  producer-distributors  and  distributors  who  are 
near  the  city. 

All  positive  reactors  are  debarred  from  employment  in  dairies,  milkshops,  waterworks  or 
any  food  handling  trade. 

9.  DAIRY  INSPECTIONS 

Regular  inspections  of  all  premises  and  dairy  herds  were  carried  out  by  the  Veterinary  Officer 
and  dairy  inspectorate  staff.  Assistance  was  also  given,  where  necessary,  by  the  district  inspectors, 
particularly  with  the  inspections  of  milk  shops  and  distributors  in  the  city.  The  production, 
distribution  and  handling  of  all  milk  in  the  Municipal  area,  is  very  well  controlled  and  supervised. 
Small  amounts  of  milk  may  be  introduced  illegally,  but  it  is  so  small  that  it  is  of  no  practical  im¬ 
portance. 

The  primary  aim  and  object  of  inspections  is  to  assist,  advise  and  educate  producers,  producer- 
distributors,  and  distributors  in  regard  to  production,  handling  and  utilization  of  a  clean  and 
safe  milk.  The  most  important  matters  discussed  and  stressed  are  the  following: — 

(a)  Animal  diseases. 

(, b )  Feeding  and  care  of  animals. 

(c)  Building  and  erection  of  dairy  premises. 

(d)  Cleansing  and  sterilisation  of  dairy  utensils. 

(e)  Cooling  and  transportation  of  milk. 

(/)  Chemical  analysis  of  milk. 

(g)  Dairy  bacteriology. 

( h )  Milk  handling,  consumption  and  nutrition. 

(i)  General  hygienic  principles.

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H.  Herd  Inspections  by  Veterinary  Officer 

These  inspections  are  usually  carried  out  during  actual  milking  pariods  in  the  presence 
of  the  farmer  or  other  responsible  person.  Cows  are  particularly  examined  for  diseases  which 
may  adversely  affect  the  milk  supply  or  render  the  milk  unfit  or  dangerous  for  human  consumption. 
The  farmer  is  advised  on  the  control,  eradication,  prevention  and  treatment  of  any  such  diseases. 

The  most  common  diseases  encountered  are  the  following: — 

(a)  Mastitis. 

( b )  Contagious  abortion. 

(c)  Infertility. 

( d )  Malnutrition. 

(e)  Internal  and  external  parasites. 

(/)  Certain  endemic  diseases,  e.g.  lumpy-skin  disease,  redwater,  anaplasmosis, 
tuberculosis,  calf  paratyphoid  and  other  calf  diseases,  mange,  epivaginitis,  vibriosis 
etc. 

Ninety-five  dairy  herds  were  inspected  during  the  year  involving  about  5,000  cows.  In 
addition,  serological  and  microscopical  tests  on  milk  samples  were  performed  in  the  laboratory, 
the  results  of  which  are  tabulated  in  this  report.

The  results  obtained  from  the  direct  microscopic  counts  and  the  Resazurin  tests  are  mostly 
done  on  samples  of  bulk  milk  taken  18-36  hours  after  production.  Hence  the  results  cannot  be  a 
true  reflection  of  the  initial  quality  as  bacterial  multiplication  invariably  takes  place  from  the 
time  of  production  and  the  time  when  samples  are  taken.  ork  has  also  been  carried  out  to 
compare  the  results  of  these  two  tests,  and  it  showed  that  a  milk  of  high  bacterial  contamination 
(above  200,000  micro-organisms  per  millilitre)  also  gave  a  correspondingly  bad  Resazurin  test.

Despite  various  measures  taken  we  still  find  a  fairly  high  percentage  (26.2%)  of  pasteurised 
milk  samples  showing  positive  B.  coli  results.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  eliminate  all  possible 
sources  of  contamination  during  and  after  processing.  To  a  certain  extent  this  has  been  achieved, 
although  results  obtained  are  still  not  what  they  should  be. 

(e)  Mastitis  Tests 

No  routine  tests  were  performed,  but  results  of  clinical  examinations,  complaints  by  farmers 
and  positive  results  obtained  during  direct  microscopic  tests  on  milk  samples  show  that  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  is  still  very  high.  This  is  chiefly  because  farmers  are  still  very  ignorant 
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about  the  nature  of  the  disease  and  its  control.  The  indiscriminate  use  of  anti-biotics  has  not 
succeeded  in  lowering  the  incidence,  but  has  resulted  in  a  fair  degree  of  antibiotic  contamination 
of  milk  supplies  generally,  which  we  are  now  beginning  to  look  upon  as  serious  from  very  many 
points  of  view. 

During  the  period  under  review,  256  milk  samples  were  positive  for  streptococcus  agalactia. 
Other  forms  of  mastitis  (streptococcus,  staphylococcus,  corynebacterium,  etc.)  were  also  very 
prevalent.

These  herds  were  tested  under  the  so-called  Interim  Scheme.  There  are  no  herds  under  the 
accredited  herd  scheme. 


All  the  reactors  from  these  herds  were  dealt  with  according  to  regulations  under  the  Stock 
Diseases  Act.  It  is  not  known  whether  any  of  these  reactors  secreted  viable  organisms  in  their 
milk. 

A  Commission  of  Enquiry  has  been  appointed  by  the  Government  to  report  on  the  whole 
question  of  bovine  tuberculosis  in  South  Africa.

These  results  compare  fairly  well  with  those  obtained  from  other  centres.  It  is  generally 
accepted  that  the  incidence  of  herd  infection  varies  between  20-45  %.  Although  farmers  are 
making  more  use  of  preventive  inoculation  with  strain  19  vaccine,  the  percentage  of  infection 
in  animals  has  not  decreased  to  any  marked  extent  over  the  past  few  years.

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16.  GENERAL  REMARKS 

(a)  Dairy  By-laws 

New  Dairy  By-laws  were  promulgated  on  3rd  December,  1958,  including: — 

(i)  Revised  and  amended  dairy  by-laws; 

(ii)  By-laws  for  the  compulsory  pasteurisation  of  all  milk  intended  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  ; 

(iii)  By-laws  for  “certified  raw  milk”. 

All  producers,  producer-distributors  and  distributors  have  been  advised  of  the  new  by-laws 
in  connection  with  compulsory  pasteurisation  and  certified  raw  milk  which  will  become  operative 
on  the  1st  January,  1962. 

( b )  Milk  Scheme 

A  draft  milk  scheme  for  regulating  the  marketing  of  fresh  milk  and  cream  intended  for  human 
consumption  in  the  form  of  milk  or  cream  or  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  in  terms  of  the 
Government  Marketing  Act  1937,  as  amended,  was  published  on  1 2th  December,  1958.  The  aim 
and  object  of  this  scheme  is  to  control  the  production  and  distribution  of  fresh  milk  and  cream, 
and  to  find  a  suitable  market  for  “surplus  milk”. 

At  present  it  is  difficult  to  give  more  details  about  the  future  achievements  of  this  scheme. 
A  similar  scheme  which  has  been  in  operation  in  the  Cape  Province  for  the  past  two  years  seems 
to  be  successful. 

(c)  Other  Prosecutions 

Apart  from  prosecutions  instituted  for  added  water  and  visible  dirt,  three  persons  were 
prosecuted  for  introducing  milk  from  unlicensed  premises. 

(d)  Pasteurisation  plants 

It  is  envisaged,  in  view  of  pasteurisation  of  all  milk  becoming  compulsory  as  from  1st  January, 
1962,  that  more  pasteurisation  plants  will  be  erected  in  due  time.  There  are  at  present  four  plants 
in  operation  within  the  city.  One  of  the  existing  firms  intends  to  erect  a  large  modern  factory 
in  the  near  future.

The  daily  average  figure  for  the  sewage  treated  at  the  Daspoort  Works  has  dropped  by  one 
million  gallons  per  day  compared  with  that  for  1957.  This  is  as  the  result  of  by-passing  more  sewage 
to  Rooiwal,  where  a  total  of  approximately  three  million  gallons  per  day  is  being  treated  by  broad 
irrigation. 


EFFLUENT  TO  POWER  STATION 

An  average  of  2.4  million  gallons  of  sand  filtered  and  chlorinated  effluent  was  pumped  daily 
to  the  Power  Station  for  use  as  cooling  water.  Details  of  the  operation  of  the  rapid  gravity  sand 
filters  during  1958  are  given  in  Table  I. 

Digested  Sludge 

During  the  year  6,844  cubic  yards  of  digested  sludge  were  removed  from  the  drying  beds. 

New  Works — Rooiwal 

The  construction  of  the  first  two  treatment  units,  each  with  a  capacity  of  H  million  gallons 
of  sewage  per  day,  is  nearing  completion. 

Good  progress  was  made  with  the  propagation  of  matchwood  poplar  trees  ( Populus  Deltoides ) 
for  the  establishment  of  plantations  on  certain  areas  of  the  farm.  Nearly  60,000  cuttings  were  put 
in  during  August,  and  these  will  be  transplanted  next  July  and  August. 

Laboratory  Services 

During  the  year,  4,605  samples  were  analysed  for  the  various  municipal  departments. 

Sewage  Analyses 

Representative  samples  of  sewage  and  sludge  were  analysed  regularly  during  the  year  to  main¬ 
tain  efficient  operation  of  the  nine  treatment  units  comprising  the  Works.

During  the  year,  3,781  sick  employees 
were  treated  and  1,548  employees  who  had  sustained  minor  injuries  were  medically  examined  and 
treated. 


NATIVE  INFLUX  CONTROL 

All  Bantu  males  seeking  employment,  or  re-employment  after  a  certain  period,  within  the 
area  controlled  by  the  City  Council,  are  examined  before  being  employed.  This  service  was  also 
performed  by  the  City  Council’s  medical  officers  on  behalf  of  the  Peri-Urban  Areas  Health  Board, 
during  the  year  under  review. 

The  examination  is  designed  to  determine  whether  the  applicant  is  fit  or  unfit  for  work, 
the  presence  of  any  venereal  or  other  infectious  disease,  any  verminous  infestation,  and  the 
necessity  or  otherwise  for  vaccination.

U  EDELAGBARE  DIE  BURGEMEESTER,  en 

LEDE  VAN  DIE  STADSRAAD  VAN  PRETORIA. 

Dis  vir  my  ’n  eer  om  die  vyf-en-vyftigste  Jaarlikse  Gesondheidsverslag  van  die  Stad  Pretoria 
aan  u  voor  te  le. 

Die  stad  se  groeitempo  was  baie  sneller  as  wat  ek  sou  voorspel  het  toe  ek  in  1934,  feitlik 
presies  vyf-en-twintig  jaar  gelede,  by  hierdie  Afdeling  diens  aanvaar  het. 


Destyds  was  die  Blanke  bevolking  .  57,500, 

die  Nie-blanke  bevolking .  32,500, 

en  die  Totaal  .  90,000. 

Vandag  staan  die  getalie  op: 

Blankes  .  151,300 

Nie-blankes .  179,800 

Totaal .  331,100 


Die  belasbare  eiendom  in  die  stad  het  dienooreenkomstig  van  £21,040,775,  tot  £156,057,916 
toegeneem. 

Die  ontwikkelingstempo  is  so  gelykmatig  dat  Pretoria,  aan  S.A.  standaarde  gemeet,  on- 
vermydelik  tot  ’n  baie  groot  stad  sal  groei. 

Die  Stadsraad  het  die  implikasies  van  hierdie  ontwikkeling  ingesien  en  het  visie  genoeg  besit 
om  al  sy  gesondheidsdienste  vir  alle  seksies  van  die  bevolking  ooreenkomstig  uit  te  brei. 

Vanjaar  is  ek  weer  eens  verheug  om  te  kan  boekstaaf  dat  die  stad  se  gesondheid  bevredigend 

was. 

Die  geboortesyfers  onder  die  Blankes  bly  bestendig,  en  hierdie  jaar  se  syfer,  nl.  26.56,  is 
effens  hoer  as  die  van  verlede  jaar  wat  26.10  was.  Daar  was  ’n  effense  afname  in  die  geboortesyfers 
onder  Bantoes,  nl.  36.58  teenoor  40.92  vir  verlede  jaar.  Hierdie  syfers  is  egter  nie  heeltemal 
korrek  nie,  weens  die  onnoukeurigheid  waarmee  die  registrasie  van  Bantoegeboortes  geskied. 
Nietemin  word  registrasies  jaar  na  jaar  noukeuriger.  In  vorige  verslae  is  hierdie  aspek  al  behandel. 

Die  sterftesyfers  onder  Blankes  (6.70)  is  ’n  bietjie  laer  as  die  van  verlede  jaar  (6.77),  en  dieselfde 
geld  vir  die  Bantoesterftesyfers  wat  in  dieselfde  tydperk  van  11.66  tot  10.66  gedaal  het. 

Die  Blanke  kindersterftesyfer  van  24.64  is  die  tweed e-laagste  wat  ooit  geboekstaaf  is.  In 
1956  was  dit  die  laagste  nl.  21.31.  Vyf-en-twintig  jaar  gelede  was  hierdie  syfer  68.13.  Ten  opsigte 
van  Bantoes  het  hierdie  syfer  na  113.48  gedaal  wat,  sover  bekend,  die  laagste  is.  In  1934  het  hierdie 
syfer  op  621.40  gestaan.  Die  hoe  syfer  vir  1934  is,  soos  vantevore  gemeld,  te  wyte  aan  die  feit  dat 
alle  geboortes  nie  geregistreer  word  nie  terwyl  die  registrasie  van  sterfgevalle  verpligtend  is.  Daar 
was  nogtans  ’n  groot  afname  in  kindersterftes  onder  Bantoes  en  ’n  ooreenstemmende  verbetering 
in  die  algemene  gesondheid  van  hierdie  bevolkingsgroep. 

Ek  het  die  Kleurlinge  en  Asiate  nie  genoem  nie  omdat  hulle  getalie  te  klein  is  en  die  syfers 
gevolglik  van  geen  betekenis  is  nie. 

Die  hoofoorsake  van  sterftes  onder  Blankes  bo  vyf  jaar  bly  nog  hartkwale  en  kanker.  Hart- 
kwale  is  vir  meer  as  dubbeld  soveel  sterftes  as  kanker  verantwoordelik.  Onder  Nie-blankes  is  die 
hoofoorsaak  van  sterftes  in  dieselfde  ouderdomsgroep,  eerstens,  siektes  van  die  asemhalingsorgane, 
met  hartkwale  tweede  op  die  lys  en  kanker  en  tuberkulose  feitlik  kop-aan-kop  in  die  derde  plek. 

Van  die  124  sterfgevalle  as  gevolg  van  ongelukke  was  34  te  wyte  aan  pad-  en  motor voertuie, 
en  ek  herhaal  wat  ek  verlede  jaar  gese  het,  nl.  dat  motorongelukke  meestal  die  gevolg  van  hoe  spoed 
is.  Meeste  van  hierdie  ongelukke  kon  voorkom  gewees  het  as  daar  ’n  bietjie  minder  selfsug  en 
’n  bietjie  meer  nadenke,  hoflikheid  en  versigtigheid  op  die  paaie  beoefen  was.  Versigtige  en 
onskuldige  mense  word  heel  dikwels  gedood  deur  die  onverskilligheid  van  andere.  Suid-Afrika 
het  ’n  onbenydenswaardige  hoe  rekord  vir  padongelukke,  en  daar  is  ruim  kans  op  verbetering 
wat  betref  motoriste  se  gedrag  op  die  pad. 

Daar  word  steeds  groter  getalie  tuberkulosegevalle  onder  Blankes  sowel  as  Nie-blankes 
aangemeld.  Waarskynlik  is  dit  omdat  ons  meer  gevalle  ontdek  sedert  hierdie  sy  van  die  werk 
uitgebrei  is.  Ons  hoop  om  volgende  jaar  ons  miniatuur-massa-X-straalapparaat  te  he  wat  ons 
baie  sal  help  om  gevalle  op  te  spoor,  en  ek  verwag  dat  dit  die  aanmeldingsyfer  nog  verder  sal 
opstoot.  Ons  is  egter  nou  in  staat  om  meeste  van  ons  gevalle  met  kort  kennisgewing  in  hospitale 
op  te  neem,  en  kan  ook  toereikende  tuisbehandeling  en  kliniese  diens  verskaf.  Dis  slegs  deur  die 
opsporing  van  soveel  gevalle  as  moontlik,  die  ingebruikneming  van  metodes  om  verspreiding  te 
voorkom,  die  verskafling  van  toereikende  behandeling  en  die  rehabilitasie  van  slagoffers  dat  ons 
kan  hoop  om  hierdie  siekte,  wat  nog  steeds  Suid-Afrika  se  belangrikste  aansteeklike  siekte  is, 
suksesvol  te  bekamp. 
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Die  behuisingsposisie  is  ongeveer  dieselfde  as  verlede  jaar.  Ons  gaan  nog  voort  met  die 
bou  van  huise  vir  Blankes  en  Nie-blankes.  Die  Raad  beoog  baie  nuwe  skemas  vir  die  komende 
jaar  en  daar  kan  verwag  word  dat  ons  binne  afsienbare  tyd  die  grootste  gros  van  ons  behuisings- 
probleme  vir  alle  rasse  opgelos  sal  he. 

In  die  loop  van  die  jaar  het  die  Afdeling  ’n  baie  swaar  verlies  gely  weens  die  afsterwe  van 
dr.  Theo  Lotter  wat  na  ’n  kort  siekbed  van  slegs  5  dae  op  15  Oktober  1958  oorlede  is. 

Sy  plotselinge  en  ontydige  dood  het  die  hele  Munisipale  Diens  as  ’n  skok  getref.  Sy  dood  word 
ervaar  as  die  onherstelbare  en  tragiese  verlies  van  ’n  toegenee  vriend  wat  altyd  ’n  glimlag  en  ’n 
helpende  hand  vir  almal  gereed  gehad  het. 

Dr.  Lotter  was  iemand  met  ’n  vriendelike  en  minsame  geaardheid,  ’n  man  wat  uit  sy  pad  sou 
gaan  om  ’n  ander  ’n  guns  te  bewys.  Hy  het  nooit  iemand  weggestuur  wat  by  horn  om  hulp  kom 
aanklop  het  nie,  of  dit  nou  ook  al  in  werksure  was  of  daarna.  Die  publiek  en  sy  pasiente  het 
ten  alle  tye  vrye  toegang  tot  horn  gehad,  en  het  nooit  sy  kantoor  verlaat  nie  sonder  om  te  voel 
dat  hulle  ’n  man  ontmoet  het  op  wie  hulle  kon  vertrou  en  wie  hulle  in  hul  vertroue  kon  neem. 
Met  sy  immer-vriendelike  glimlag  en  geselsie  kon  hy  altyd  die  onrustigste  persoon  op  sy  gemak 
stel  en  onder  die  betowering  bring  van  daardie  vriendelike  atmosfeer  wat  hy  oenskynlik  soveel 
makliker  as  ander  mense  kon  skep.  Ek  dink  dit  was  die  egte  en  spontane  liefde  vir  sy  medemens 
wat  uit  horn  gestraal  en  die  atmosfeer  rondom  horn  deurdring  het. 

’n  Gees  van  kalmte  en  vertroue  het  altyd  in  enige  kliniek  geheers  waar  hy  in  bevel  was.  Hy 
het  ’n  spesiale  slag  met  en  liefde  vir  klein  kinders  gehad.  Asof  hulle  die  gees  van  toegeneentheid 
in  sy  teenwoordigheid  kon  aanvoel,  het  hulle  graag  na  horn  toe  gegaan  met  die  vertroue  waarmee 
sulke  mense  klein  kindertjies  vul. 

Hy  was  ’n  man  van  onkreukbare  opregtheid,  en  ’n  ,, gentleman”  in  die  egste  sin  van  die  woord. 
Hy  het  sy  werk  liefgehad  en  sy  pligte  getrou  uitgevoer. 

Dit  spreek  boekdele  as  ’n  mens  van  ’n  munisipale  werknemer  kan  se  dat  in  die  hele  twee- 
en-twintig  jaar  van  sy  dienstyd,  daar  nie  ’n  enkele  geregverdigde  klagte  teen  horn  ingebring  is 
deur  enige  lid  van  die  publiek  nie.  Ek  kan  werklik  nie  een  enkele  klag  van  die  aard  onthou  nie. 

Dwarsdeur  sy  loopbaan  het  dr.  Lotter  die  waardigheid  van  sy  professie  op  ’n  baie  hoe  peil 
gehandhaaf.  Vir  sy  kollegas  was  hy  ’n  bate,  en  sy  voorbeeldige  karakter  en  die  hoe  standaard  van 
sy  geneeskundige  etiek  sal  vir  ons  wat  horn  geken  het,  altyd  as  ’n  skitterende  voorbeeld  bybly. 

Hoewel  hy  ’n  Openbare  Gesondheidsbeampte  was,  was  hy  die  verpersoonliking  van  die  ou 
soort  gesinsdokter  waaraan  die  wereld  vandag  so  ’n  skreieinde  behoefte  het. 

Ja,  ’n  beminde  vriend  en  heer  het  heengegaan.  Ons  wat  horn  geken  het,  het  geleer  om  horn 
lief  te  he.  Ons  sal  horn  mis,  maar  ons  sal  horn  nooit  vergeet  nie.  Vir  my  was  sy  heengaan  ’n 
persoonlike  verlies,  die  verlies  van  ’n  getroue  vriend  met  wie  ek  sedert  1936  saamgewerk  het. 

Ek  moet  u  Edelagbare  en  Lede  van  die  Stadsraad  bedank  vir  die  hulp  wat  ek  van  u  ontvang 
het,  en  in  besonder  wens  ek  om  my  waardering  te  betuig  vir  die  ondersteuning  wat  ek  van  die 
Voorsitter,  Raadslid  L.  R.  Bester,  en  die  lede  van  die  Gesondheidskomitee  ontvang  het. 

Ek  is  ook  dankbaar  vir  die  hulp  aan  my  verleen  deur  die  publiek,  Hoofde  en  Onderhoofde 
van  ander  Afdelings.  Ek  wil  ook  my  dank  uitspreek  vir  die  heelhartige  ondersteuning  wat  ek 
ten  alle  tye  van  die  Pers  geniet  het.  Hulle  het  aan  alle  belangrike  gesondheidsmaatreels  in  die 
Stad  publisiteit  verleen  en  in  geen  geringe  mate  nie  daartoe  bygedra  om  ’n  goeie  verhouding  tussen 
die  Afdeling  en  die  publiek  tot  stand  te  bring  sowel  as  om  die  aandag  van  die  publiek  op  baie 
belangrike  gesondheidsaangeleenthede  te  vestig.  * 

My  hartlike  dank  ook  aan  die  lede  van  my  eie  personeel  wat  met  soveel  getrouheid  en  en- 
toesiasme  met  my  saamgewerk  het.

Die  personeel,  wat  ook  ander  pligte  waarneem,  bestaan  uit  ’n  Geneeskundige  Beampte,  ’n 
Suster  en  ’n  Manlike  Kliniekklerk.  Alle  Blanke  sessies  word  aangevoer  deur  die  Geneeskundige 
Beampte  in  beheer  van  die  Hospitaal  vir  Aansteeklike  Siektes. 


In  die  loop  van  die  jaar  was  daar  geen  opvolgmaatreels  nodig  nie  omdat  al  die  pasiente  op 
die  vasgestelde  datums  of  seifs  vroeer  vir  die  roetine-ondersoek  teruggekom  het.

Die  hoofklinieke, 
verreweg  die  grootstes,  word,  soos  vantevore  uiteengesit,  by  die  Kliniek  vir  Spesiale  Siektes  op 
die  Pretoriase  Hospitaalterrein  gehou.  Sessies  word  ook  by  die  Poliklinieke  in  Vlakfontein  en 
Atteriageville  gehou.  Die  Bantuleddiniek  is  gesluit  omdat  al  die  inwoners  na  ander  lokasies 
oorgeplaas  is. 

Die  Sentrale  Kliniek  se  personeel  is  dieselfde  as  die  vir  die  Blankes  behalwe  dat  dit  ook  twee 
deeltydse  Nie-blanke  ordonnanse  en  ’n  Nie-blanke  verpleegster  insluit.  Die  Geneeskundige 
Beampte  in  bevel  van  die  Afsonderingshospitaal  voer  al  vier  die  sessies  by  die  Sentrale  Kliniek 
aan  terwyl  die  sessies  by  die  ander  sentrums  deur  die  Adjunk-stadsgesondheidshoof  aangevoer 
word.  Daar  is  dus  altesaam  ses  sessies  per  week  vir  Nie-blankes  in  Pretoria,  sowel  as  twee  sentrums 
in  die  lokasies  waar  pasiente  hul  elke  dag  behalwe  Saterdae  en  Sondae  vir  behandeling  kan  aanmeld. 
Die  sessies  duur  gemiddeld  anderhalfuur  terwyl  die  vroee  aandsessies  by  die  Sentrale  Kliniek  twee 
uur  duur. 

Die  opspoor  van  kontakgevalle  van  die  Nie-blankes  wat  die  Sentrale  Kliniek  besoek,  is  dikwels 
onmoontlik  as  gevolg  van  die  toevallige  aard  van  die  omgang,  die  groot  aantal  kere  wat  daar  met 
verskillende  genote  verkeer  word  en  die  moeite  om  ’n  adres  van  enige  aard  in  die  hande  te  kry. 

By  die  Poliklinieke  in  die  lokasies  het  ons  baie  meer  sukses  gehad,  eerstens  omdat  die  faktore 
wat  in  die  vorige  paragraaf  genoem  is,  nie  in  dieselfde  mate  in  ’n  lokasie  aanwesig  is  nie. 

Afwesigheid  of  onderbreking  van  behandeling  is  nie  ’n  probleem  nie  omdat  ’n  Bantoe,  as 
daar  eenkeer  met  behandeling  begin  is,  alte  gewillig  is  om  die  besoeke  te  herhaal  tot  hy  genees  is. 
As  hy  nie  meer  opdaag  nie,  is  dit  as  gevolg  van  omstandighede  en  nie  uit  vrye  keuse  nie. 

Die  gemiddelde  aantal  besoeke  deur  sifilislyers  by  die  klinieke  is  6.91  vir  vroue  en  4.6  vir 
mans  (op  verslae  gebaseer).

INSPEKSIE  VAN  HOSPITALE,  VERPLEEGINRIGT1NGS,  HERSTEEL1NGSOORDE 

EN  TEHUISE  VIR  CHRONIESE  PASIENTE 

In  die  loop  van  die  jaar  is  al  die  bogenoemde  inrigtings,  behalwe  die  wat  onder  die  jurisdiksie 
van  die  Provinsiale  Administrasie  val,  gereeld  ten  behoewe  van  die  Departement  van  Gesondheid- 
geinspekteer. 

Die  toesig  en  bestuur  van  hierdie  inrigtings  is  oor  die  algemeen  bevredigend. 

Hospitaalruimte  in  Pretoria,  die  Pretoriase  Algemene  Hospitaal  en  die  Andrew  MacColm- 
hospitaal  uitgesluit,  is  soos  volg: — 

A.  Vir  Blanke  Mediese  en  Snykundige  Gevalle: 

Twee  hospitale  en  een  verpleeginrigting  met  84,  56  en  31  beddens  onderskeidelik. 

B.  Vir  Blanke  Kraamgevalle : 

Twee  Verpleeginrigtings  en  een  Hospitaal  met  35,  9  en  85  beddens  onderskeidelik. 

C.  Nie  Nie-blanke  Kraamgevalle: 

Honderd  beddens  in  die  Holy  Cross-verpleeginrigting  in  Lady  Selborne,  38  beddens  in  die 
Vlakfontein-kraaminrigting  en  12  beddens  in  die  Kraamafdeling  van  die  Pretoriase  Algemene 
Hospitaal.  Slegs  gevalle  van  geboortekomplikasies  en  eersbarendes  word  in  die  Pretoriase  Alge- 
mene  Hospitaal  opgeneem. 

Die  Stadsraad  van  Pretoria  dra  ’n  vaste  jaarlikse  toelae  by  tot  die  lopende  uitgawes  van  die 
Holy  Cross-verpleeginrigting  en  het  ook  ’n  gedeelte  van  die  bou-  en  toeruskoste  van  die  Vlakfontein- 
verpleeginrigting  betaal. 

Die  vinnige  en  ononderbroke  toename  in  die  bevolking  van  Vlakfontein  en  Atteridgeville 
het  ’n  akute  tekort  aan  Nie-blanke  kraambeddens  tot  gevolg  gehad,  sodat  net  die  behoeftigste 
pasiente  tans  gehuisves  kan  word. 


KINDERSORGWERKSAAMHEDE 

PERSONEEL. 

Drie  voltydse  geneeskundige  beamptes  het  vanjaar  weer  al  hulle  tyd  aan  voorgeboortelike 
sorg  en  kindersorgwerksaamhede  bestee.  Roetineprogramme  is  egter  baie  belemmer  aangesien 
daar  in  ander  seksies  van  die  Gesondheidsafdeling  gedurende  die  jaar  drie  vakatures  vir  genees¬ 
kundige  beamptes  bestaan  het.  Hierdie  vakatures  kon  nie  aangevul  word  nie,  en  geneeskundige 
beamptes  verbonde  aan  kindersorgwerksaamhede  moes  by  verskeie  ander  klinieke  help. 

Die  aanstelling  van  ’n  permanente  deeltydse  geneesheer  om  vir  sessies  van  drie  uur  per  week 
by  die  kliniek  vir  voorgeboortelike  sorg  te  Vlakfontein  te  help,  het  van  krag  gebly.  Die  werk 
het  hier  dermate  toegeneem,  dat  dit  sonder  hierdie  hulp  feitlik  onmoontlik  sou  gewees  het  om 
daarmee  vol  te  hou. 
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Die  Blanke  gesondheidsbesoeksterpersoneel  is  dieselfde  as  vir  die  vorige  jaar,  naamlik  19, 
met  een  vakante  betrekking.  Sestien  van  hierdie  verpleegsters  besit  Gesoncjheidsbesoekster-  en 
Skoolverpleegstersertifikate  en/of  Moederkundesertifikate.  Een  van  die  drie  verpleegsters  wat 
nie  hierdie  bykomende  kwalifikasies  besit  nie,  is  ’n  klinieksuster  en  twee  doen  tuberkulosewerk. 
Omdat  geen  verpleegsters  met  bykomende  kwalifikasies  in  verband  met  Openbare  Gesondheid 
gevind  kon  word  nie,  moes  ons  in  die  loop  van  die  jaar  een  verpleegsuster  aanstel  wat  nie  oor 
hierdie  bykomende  kwalifikasies  beskik  nie.  Sy  het  egter  onderneem  om  die  Gesondheidsbe- 
soeksterskursus  op  deeltydse  grondslag  by  die  Tegniese  Kollege  te  volg.  Hierdie  sister  het  die 
ekstra  sertifikaat  nou  verwerf,  sodat  ons  getal  verpleegsters  met  bykomende  kwalifikasies  nog 
steeds  op  sestien  staan. 

Die  Nie-blanke  personeel  is  met  twee  vermeerder  en  tel  tans  29.  Hieraie  personeelvermeer- 
dering  is  te  wyte  aan  die  ontwikkeling  te  Vlakfontein  en  die  bevolkingstoename  in  Atteridgeville. 
Vyftien  van  hierdie  verpleegsters  doen  as  kindersorgverpleegsters  diens,  sewe  as  kraamverpleegsters 
(daar  is  ’n  vakature  vir  ’n  kraamverpleegster)  en  sewe  as  tuberkulose-  en  geslagsiekteverp!e;gsters. 

Weens  die  groot  bevolkingsaanwas  in  die  onderskeie  lokasies,  is  daar  nog  nie  ’n  oplossing 
gevind  vir  die  moeilikhede  wat  verlede  jaar  bestaan  het  omdat  baie  van  ons  kindersorgverpleegsters 
so  besig  is  met  kliniekwerk  dat  hulle  nie  genoeg  tyd  kry  om  noodsaaklike  huisbesoek  te  doen  nie. 

Die  totale  getal  huise  in  Atteridgeville  was  aan  die  end  van  hierdie  jaar  4,496,  in  vergelyking 
met  3,990  aan  die  end  van  verlede  jaar.  Die  imvonertal,  wat  tans  op  27,929  staan,  het  in  dieselfde 
mate  toegeneem. 

In  Vlakfontein-Wes,  met  ’n  inwonertal  van  38,139,  is  daar  6,048  huise. 

Vlakfontein-Oos  het  ’n  inwonertal  van  4,985  en  daar  is  784  huise.  Op  die  oomblik  trek  net 
Vlakfontein-Wes  voordeel  uit  ons  kliniekdienste.  Vlakfontein-Oos  is  myle  ver  weg  van  die 
kliniekgebou  en  die  afstande  is  te  lank  om  deur  ons  huidige  verpleegpersoneel  gedek  te  word. 

In  sowel  Atteridgeville  as  Vlakfontein  het  die  gebiede  vir  elke  verpleegster  net  soos  verlede 
jaar  nog  meer  uitgebrei,  en  baie  van  die  nuwe  strate  is  so  oneffe  dat  dit  nie  maklik  is  om  per  fiets 
te  ry  nie.  Aangesien  hierdie  moeilikhede  net  in  nuwe  gebiede  aangetref  word,  sal  hulle  egter  met 
verloop  van  tyd  verdwyn. 

Die  werk  in  Bantu) e  is  aan  die  end  van  Mei  vanjaar  gestaak  omrede  die  verskuiwing  van 
die  hele  bevolking  na  Atteridgeville,  Saulsville  en  Vlakfontein  toe. 

PERSELE. 

Daar  is  geen  verandering  in  die  kliniekgeriewe  vir  Blankes  nie,  en  toestande  kom  presies  ooreen 
met  die  wat  in  verlede  jaar  se  jaarverslag  berig  is. 

Ophoping  by  die  Sentrale  Kliniekgebou  in  Vanderwaltstraat  is  so  ernstig  as  ooit.  Dit  is 
veral  die  geval  as  gevolg  van  die  groot  toename  in  getalle  vir  immunisering  teen  poliomielitis  en 
omdat  vaksinestof  vir  derde  inspuitings  nou  beskikbaar  gestel  is.  Ons  kyk  gretig  vooruit  na  die 
instelling  van  die  moderne  kliniekgeriewe  wat  by  die  skema  vir  die  nuwe  Blackwood  Villa-gebou 
ingesluit  is. 

Die  twee  vertrekke  wat  in  29ste  Laan,  Villieria,  aan  ons  verhuur  word  deur  die  S.A.  Vroue- 
federasie,  het  ’n  groot  bate  geblyk  te  wees.  Die  klinieke  word  tans  onder  gunstige  omstandighede 
gehou  en  die  aansienlike  bywoningstoename  toon  aan  hoeveel  voordeel  ons  getrek  het  uit  die 
verskuiwing  van  die  kerksaal  in  24ste  Laan  af.  Dit  geld  ook  vir  die  kindersorgkliniek  in  30ste  Laan 
wat  eers  in  die  skoolgebou  gehou  is  en  wat  ook  hiernatoe  oorgeplaas  is. 

Hoewel  ons  hoe  verwagtings  gekoester  het  ten  opsigte  van  die  instelling  van  klinieke  vir 
voorgeboortelike  sorg  vir  hierdie  gebied,  welke  klinieke  in  hierdie  twee  vertrekke  gehou  sou  word, 
was  dit  weens  ’n  gebrek  aan  personeel  heeltemal  onmoontlik  om  so  ’n  diens  gedurende  die  loop 
van  die  jaar  te  begin. 

Die  ander  kindersorgklinieke  word  nog  in  ongeskikte  klaskamers  gehou.  Die  kindersorg¬ 
kliniek  vir  Booysens  word  nog,  soos  verlede  jaar  berig  is,  in  een  vertrek  in  ’n  private  woning 
gehou.  Vanjaar  het  ons  die  moontlikheid  daarvan  ondersoek  om  ’n  tydelike  gebou  op  een  van 
drie  vakante  en  geskikgelee  munisipale  erwe  in  hierdie  gebied  op  te  rig.  Hierdie  ondersoek  word 
tans  deur  die  Stadsingenieursafdeling  gedoen.  Ons  meen  dat,  as  dit  vrugte  afwerp,  ons  goed- 
ondersteunde  klinieke  in  hierdie  gebied  sal  kan  vestig. 

ALGEMEEN. 

Die  behoefte  aan  n  geneeskundige  beampte  met  spesiale  opleiding  in  die  Psigiatrie,  beide  vir 
pasiente  en  vir  onderrig  en  behandeling  in  ons  gewone  kindersorgklinieke,  raak  al  duideliker. 

Die  geneeskundige  beampte  met  opleiding  in  die  Psigiatrie  (wat  ongelukkig  uit  diens  getree 
het)  het  die  aspek  ingevoer  wat  oor  geestesgesondheid  handel.  Daar  word  nog  volgehou  met  die 
herorientasie  van  die  werk  wat  as  gevolg  daarvan  plaasgevind  het.  Daar  is  ’n  groot  behoefte  daaraan 
dat  meet  tyd  aan  die  individuele  moeder  en  haar  probleme  gewy  word.  Ons  probeer  om  in  hierdie 
behoefte  te  voorsien.  As  gevolg  hiervan  kan  minder  besoeke  afgele  word  en  minder  klem  word 
derhalwe  op  die  getal  besoeke  gele. 
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Die  Tegniese  Kollege  het  weer  eens  vir  Blanke  en  vir  Nie-blanke  verpleegsters  ’n  Gesondheids¬ 
besoeksters-  en  n  Skoolverpleegsterskursus  aangebied.  Hierdie  kandidate  was  vir  die  grootste 
gedeelte  van  die  jaar  aflossingsgewyse  by  ons  klinieke  om  die  praktiese  opleiding  van  20  dae  af 
te  le  wat  deur  die  Eksamenraad  van  die  Royal  Society  for  Health  vereis  word. 

Die  c^niversiteit  van  Pretoria  het  vanjaar  sy  eerste  deeltydse  kursus  aangebied  vir  geneeshere 
wat  vir  die  Diploma  in  Openbare  Gesondheid  studeer.  Verskeie  geneeskundige  beamptes  in 
ons  personeel  is  as  deeltydse  lektore  aangestel,  en  die  vier  kandidate  het  hulle  vereiste  praktiese 
opleiding  by  ons  klinieke  voltooi. 

JEUGKLUB. 

Die  Universiteit  se  Afdeling  vir  Maatskaplike  Dienste  sit  die  bedrywighede  van  hierdie  klub 
nog  steeds  voort.

Al  die  inligting  wat 
ons  byeengebring  het,  is  aan  die  Vereniging  van  Verloskundige  en  Ginekoloe  oorgedra^  Hierdie 
ondersoeke  le  drie  belangrike  feite  bloot: — 

1.  Die  syfers  ten  opsigte  van  doodgeboortes  en  sterfte  onder  pasgebore  babas  is  hoog  onder 
Blankes. 

2.  Ten  spyte  van  sowel  uitmuntende  en  moderne  obstetriese  versorging  en  beheer  as  ver- 
beterde  vooigeboortelike  toesig,  is  siektes  soos  toksemie  van  swangerskap  en  antepartum- 
bloeding  by  die  moeder  nog  steeds  belangrike  faktore  in  verband  met  doodgeboortes  en 
sterfte  onder  pasgebore  babas. 

3.  In  ’n  groot  persentasie  doodgeboortes  kon  ons  nie  die  oorsaak  opspoor  nie  Hierdie 
gevalle  is  onder  die  opskrif  ,,Onbekende  oorsake”  geklassifiseer. 
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Morisson  het  in  sy  publikasie  „Foetal  and  Neonatal  Pathology”  Idem  daarop  gele  dat  die 
oorsaak  van  die  dood,  in  40  %  van  die  gevalle  waar  babas  dood  gebore  is,  ten  spyte  van  lylcskouings 
me  vasgestel  kon  word  nie.  Die  persentasie  ,,Onbekende  oorsake”  ten  opsigte  van  doodgebore 
Blanke  babas  in  Pretoria  vir  vanjaar  is  (hoewel  geen  lylcskouings  gehou  is  nie)  baie  soortgelyk  aan 
Morisson  se  syfers. 

Sowel  uit  ons  eie  ondersoeke  as  uit  rekords  dwarsdeur  die  wereld  blyk  dit  dat  swak  gesondheid 
by  moeders  en  die  gevolglike  hoe  syfers  ten  opsigte  van  doodgeboortes  en  sterfte  onder  pasgebore 
babas,  sal  bly  vooitoestaan  totdat  daar  n  groter  verbetering  in  die  sosio-ekonomiese  toestande 
van  sekere  seksies  intree  en  totdat  ’n  deeglike  kennis  van  epidemiologiese  metodes  en  kliniese 
kennis  betreffende  die  etiologie  van  toksemie  van  swangerskap  opgedoen  word. 


KLEUTERSKOLE. 

Soos  in  die  verlede,  het  ’n  geneeskundige  beampte  gereeld  inspeksie  gedoen  by  twee  kleuter- 
skole  en  een  creche,  wat  ook  onder  gereelde  toesig  van  ’n  gesondheidsbesoekster  gestaan  het. 
Ongelukkig  het  geen  owerheid  in  Suid-Afrika  tot  dusver  verantwoordelikheid  aanvaar  vir  die 
bestuur  en  beheer  van  kleuterskole  nie.  ’n  Paar  organisasies  het  standaarde  opgestel  wat  egter 
nie  toegepas  is  nie,  omdat  dit  nog  nie  in  die  Kinderwet  opgeneem  is  nie.  As  gevolg  hiervan  is 
toesig  nog  ontoereikend  en  baie  moeilik. 


ALGEMEEN. 


NIE-BLANKE-KINDERSORG 


Nie-blankeklinieke  is  in  Atteridgeville,  in  die  Kampongkliniek  en  in  Vlakfontein  gehou,  en 
in  Bantule  tot  aan  die  end  van  Mei  toe  al  die  dienste  daar  gestaak  is  omdat  die  lokasie  ontruim  is. 

Die  kliniekgebou  in  Saulsville  is  tans  voltooi,  maar  weens  gebrek  aan  geneeskundige  personeel 
nog  nie  oopgestel  nie.  Inwoners  van  Saulsville  (wat  langsaan  Atteridgeville  is  )  het  die  Atteridge- 
villese  kliniek  bygewoon,  en  die  groot  toename  in  bywonings  aldaar  kan  hieraan  toegeskryf  word. 

In  Vlakfontein  vorder  die  werk  in  ons  pasopgerigte  kliniekgebou  vlot,  ten  spyte  van  die 
uiters  groot  kliniekbywonings  gedurende  spitstye. 

Ondersoeke  in  verband  met  doodgeboortes  en  sterfgevalle  onder  die  ouderdom  van  5  jaar 
is  in  Atteridgeville,  Vlakfontein  en  die  Kampong  uitgevoer.  Die  versamelde  inligting  kan  om  die 
volgende  redes  nog  nie  vir  statistiese  doeleindes  gebruik  word  nie: — 

Eerstens  was  dit  in  beide  Atteridgeville  en  Vlakfontein  weens  personeeltekort  en  bevolkings- 
aanwas  onmoontlik  om  ondersoek  in  te  stel  na  al  die  gevalle  van  doodgeboortes  en  sterfgevalle 
wat  onder  ons  aandag  gekom  het. 

Tweedens  is  die  bevallings  van  baie  nuwelinge  deur  plaaslike  ,,vroedvroue”  in  die  lokasie 
waargeneem,  en  geboortes,  doodgeboortes  en  sterfgevalle  het  enigiets  van  6  maande  tot  ’n  jaar 
daarna  eers  onder  ons  aandag  gekom. 

Derdens  kon  besonderhede  en  adresse  betreffende  geboortes,  doodgeboortes  en  sterfgevalle 
wat  deur  die  Holy  Cross-  en  die  Denneboom-kraaminrigting  aan  ons  meegedeel  is,  in  ’n  groot 
persentasie  van  die  gevalle  nie  deur  ons  personeel  opgespoor  word  nie,  deurdat  die  meedelers  die 
verkeerde  adresse  verstrek  het.  In  ’n  poging  om  hierdie  moeilikheid  te  oorbrug,  het  ons  in  die 
geval  van  Atteridgeville  nou  die  Begraafplaasopsigter  genader  om  inligting  in  verband  met  die 
teraardebestelling  van  doodgebore  babas  en  sterfgevalle  onder  die  ouderdom  van  5  jaar.  Selfs 
hier  is  daar  in  ’n  groot  persentasie  gevalle  nog  baie  onjuisthede.  Hetsy  die  nommer  of  die  naam 
van  die  straat  is  verkeerd  opgegee,  of  in  sommige  instansies  is  die  van  verkeerd  gespel,  wat  op- 
sporing  feitlik  onmoontlik  maak.  Totdat  noukeuriger  inligting  bekom  word,  het  die  beskikbare 
syfers  maar  ’n  baie  geringe  statistiese  waarde.

Die  rede  hiervoor  is  dat  die  Bantoes  wat  in  Bantule  agtergebly  het,  deur  die  personeel 
van  die  Kampongkliniek  besoek  is. 
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Daar  is  eers  vanjaar  begin  met  eerste  besoeke  aan  pasgebore  babas  in  die  nuwe  V  lakfontein- 
lokasie. 

Die  getal  eerste  besoeke  aan  pasgebore  babas  in  Atteridgeville  en  Vlakfontein  weerspieel  nie 
die  getal  geboortes  nie,  omdat  die  personeel  se  aandag  nog  steeds  hoofsaaklik  aan  die  groot  getal 
bywonings  by  die  kliniek  gewy  word.  Die  meeste  van  hulle  tyd  word  hierdeur  in  oeslag  geneem 
en  huisbesoeke  moes  effens  verwaarloos  word. 

In  Vlakfontein  is  daar  net  twee  sessies  per  week  beskikbaar  vir  huisbesoek,  waarmee  eers 
begin  Oktober  ’n  aanvang  gemaak  is.

Die  Stadsraad  van  Pretoria  verleen  sedert  1932  aansienlike  bystand  aan  ldeuterskole  binne 
sy  gebied.  Hy  was  een  van  die  eerste  van  ’n  gestadig  toenemende  aantal  munisipaliteite  om  die 
bydrae  van  goedbeheerde  kleuterskole  tot  ’n  afgeronde  program  van  openbare  gesondheidsdienste 
te  besef.  Die  kleuterskool  volg  die  baba-  en  lcindersorgkliniek  logies  op.  Onder  toesig  van  spesiaal- 
opgeleide  personeel  verskaf  dit  aan  kinders  van  twee  jaar  tot  skoolgaande  ouderdom  geriewe 
soos  ruimte,  veiligheid,  gesondheidsorg  en  -opleiding,  geselskap,  geleentheid  tot  aktiewe,  opbouende 
spel,  en  opleiding  sowel  in  selfstandigheid  as  in  maatskaplike  samewerking.  Wat  betref  liggaamlike, 
emosionele  en  maatskaplike  gesondheid,  voorsien  dit  dus  in  die  noodsaaklike  behoeftes  van 
kinders  van  hierdie  ouderdom.  In  hierdie  voorskoolse  jare  le  die  kleuterskool  ’n  fondament  vir 
die  gesonde  groei  en  ontwikkeling  van  toekomsburgers. 


’n  Paar  munisipaliteite  het  hulle  eie  kleuterskole  onder  hulle  gesondheidsafdelings.  Andere, 
soos  Pretoria,  skenk  jaarlikse  toekennings  aan  skole  wat  deur  komitees  sonder  winsbejag  beheer 
word.

Benewens  die  munisipale  hulptoekenning  het  twee  van  die  bogemelde  kleuterskole  ook 
bystand  van  die  Munisipale  Gesondheidsafdeling  ontvang  in  die  vorm  van  die  dienste  van  ’n 
geneesheer  of  ’n  distriksgesondheidsbesoekster.  Aan  die  pionier-kleuterskool  van  Pretoria  word 
daar  in  ’n  munisipale  gebou  akkommodasie  verskaf. 


Die  Transvaalse  Onderwysdepartement  het  aan  al  die  kleuterskole  wat  hulptoekennings 
ontvang,  erkenning  verleen  vir  die  doel  van  die  per  ccrpua-subsidie  wat  gegee  word  aan  alle  kleuter- 
skole  wat  ten  opsigte  van  akkommodasie,  toerusting,  personeel  en  program  ’n  bepaalde  standaard 
handhaaf. 


Vier  van  die  skole  hou  van  8  vm.  tot  2  nm.  aan,  verskaf  ’n  middagmaal,  en  maak  voorsiening 
vir  ’n  slapie  na  ete;  vier  is  net  soggens  oop.  Hierdie  agt  volg  die  Staatskoolkwartale  na.  Een 
Blankeskool  hou  van  7.30  vm.  tot  5.30  nm.  aan  en  is  op  Saterdae  en  gedurende  skoolvakansies 
oop,  waardeur  dit  vir  die  kinders  van  werkende  moeders  voorsiening  maak.  Die  Sorgsentrum  vir 
Kleurlingkinders  se  program  dele  ook  die  hele  dag,  maar  die  sentrum  is  nie  op  Saterdae  en  gedurende 
skoolvakansies  oop  nie. 

Gelde  wissel  van  6d.  per  maand  tot  £7.7.0  per  kwartaal,  na  gelang  van  die  geldelike  om- 
standighede  van  die  gesinne  wat  bedien  word. 

In  die  Blankeskole  wat  hulptoekennings  ontvang,  het  die  totale  gemiddelde  bywoning  van 
kinders  in  1958  op  515  te  staan  gekom,  en  dit  is  ’n  hoogs  onvoldoende  gedeelte  van  die  stad  se 
voorskoolse  bevolking.  Die  skole  het  deurentyd  lang  waglyste  van  kinders  wat  nie  geakkommodeer 

kan  word  nie. 

Benewens  die  tien  kleuterskole  wat  deur  die  Munisipaliteit  gesubsidieer  word,  is  daar  een  in 
die  Andries  Hendrik  Potgieter-tehuis  wat  deur  die  Hervormde  Kerk  beheer  word,  en  een  vir 
Indierkinders  in  die  Asiatebuurt.  Albei  ontvang  provinsiale  subsidie.  Daar  is  ook  kleuterskool- 
seksies  in  die  Skool  vir  Serebraal-verlamde  Kinders  en  in  die  Transoranje-skool  vir  Dowes,  wat 
onder  beskerming  van  die  Uniedepartement  van  Onderwys,  Kuns  en  Wetenskap  staan.

Die  Superintendent,  Neweprodukte  en  Koelingsinstallasie,  is  na  ’n  ongeluk  in  1948  nog  nie 
daartoe  in  staat  om  sy  pligte  te  hervat  nie,  en  volgens  aanduidings  sal  sy  dienste  binnekort  beeindig 
word. 

Aangesien  twee  lede  van  die  inspekteurspersoneel  ernstig  siek  is,  doen  net  die  Senior  Vleis- 
inspekteur  diens  en  moet  die  personeel  uit  die  distriksinspektoraat  aangevul  word. 

Die  betrekking  van  Assistent-stadsveearts  is  nog  vakant.  Teen  die  salaris  wat  tans  aangebied 
word,  is  die  moontlikheicl  gering  dat  die  betrekking  bevredigend  gevul  sal  kan  word. 

Dit  is  met  leedwese  dat  die  afsterwe  van  mnr.  P.  T.  Furstenburg,  ’n  vleisinspekteur,  gemeld 
word. 

Aangesien  die  reeling  waarvolgens  die  skoonmaak  van  die  krale  deur  die  Afdeling  Parke  onder- 
neem  is  onbevredigend  was,  het  die  Pvaad  besluit  dat  die  Slagplaas  vyf  Bantoes  vir  hierdie  werk 
in  diens  moet  neem,  en  dat  die  bedrag  van  hulle  lone  aan  die  Afdeling  Parke  gedebiteer  moet  word. 


VLEISVOORRADE 

Uit  die  aangehegte  lys  sal  gemerk  word  dat  daar  weer  eens  ’n  toename  was  in  die  getal  diere 
wat  geslag  is.  Weens  die  gestadige  groei  van  Pretoria  en  sy  omstreke  is  dit  te  verwagte. 

Die  gehalte  van  beesvleis  het  veel  te  wense  oorgelaat,  daar  die  leweringsgebied  ’n  kwaai  droogte 
deurgemaak  bet.  Selfs  die  vee  wat  van  Suidwes-Afrika  af  gebring  is,  was  oor  die  algemeen  in  ’n 
swak  kondisie.  Teen  die  end  van  die  jaar  is  daar  derhalwe  baie  hoe  pryse  vir  bees-  en  skaapvleis 
behaal. 

Die  skeina  waarvolgens  karkasse  aan  oie  haak  verkoop  word,  is  uitgebrei  om  varkvleis  in 
te  sluit  en  die  lewering  van  veral  die  laere  gehalte  varkvleis  het  onmiddellik  toegeneem.  ’n  Getroue 
beelct  van  die  mark  sal  egter  eers  verkry  kan  word  nadat  ’n  hele  tydjie  verloop  het. 

Die  lewering  \  an  pluimvee  aan  aie  Slagplaas  is  nog  wisselvallig,  hoewel  daar  ’n  vaste  handed 
is  ten  opsigte  van  diere  wat  volgens  Kosher-voorskrifte  geslag  is. 

Die  toevoer  van  diere  na  die  Slagplaas  is  nog  onbevredigend  en  dit  is  die  hoofoorsaak  van 
pryswisselings,  wat  groot  ontevredenheid  onder  produsente  veroorsaak.  Die  vleishandel  tussen 
die  Rand  en  Pretoria  dien  ongetwyfeld  om  die  prys  ietwat  te  stabiliseer.

Hierdie  saak  is  aan  die  Raad  se  Slagplaas-onderkomitee  oorgelaat  en  die  verslag  aan  hierdie 
onderkomitee  is  vertraag^  deur  die  oorweging  wat  verleen  moet  word  aan  die  ontwikkeling  van 
n  terrein  wat  nie  net  die  Slagplaas  nie,  maar  ook  die  Mark  en  moontlik  ander  Afdelings  sal  huisves. 

VERVAARDIGING  VAN  NEWEPRODUKTE 

Die  vervaardiging  van  beenmeel  is  gedurende  die  jaar  gestaak  en  bene  word  nie  meer  by 
buitebronne  gekoop  nie.  Dit  is  nodig  bevind  hoofsaaklik  omdat  masjinerie  uitgeslyt  geraak  het. 
Die  vervaardiging  van  bloedmeel,  karkasmeel  en  vet  word  voortgesit.  Aanvraag  oortref  steeds 
proauksie  en  die  prys  van  karkas-  en  bloedmeel  word  steeds  op  veel  laer  as  die  heersende  wereld- 
markpryse  beheer. 

TEEN GEKQME  SIEKTES 

Hier  het  die  prentjie  baie  soortgelyk  gebly  aan  die  gedurende  die  vorige  jaar.  Die  effense 
toename  in  die  voorkoms  van  tuberkulose  en  sistiserkose  by  varke  is  hoofsaaklik  te  wyte  aan 
die  groter  getal  varke  behorende  aan  Bantoes,  wat  van  Bantoebronne  afkomstig  was. 

Globidiose  was  nog  volop  by  vee,  hoewel  daar  minder  gevorderde  gevalle  as  in  vorige  jare 
gevind  is. 

Sistiserkose  is  steeds  die  siekte  wat  die  grootste  verkwisting  van  ons  bees-  en  varkvleisvoorrade 
veroorsaak,  terwyl  kaasagtige  limfklierontsteking  by  skape  ’n  belangrike  rol  speel. 

ALGEMEEN 

Daar  is  gedurende  die  jaar  lesings  gehou  sowel  vir  kwekelinge  (Royal  Society  for  Health)  van 
die  Worcesterse  Tegniese  Kollege  tydens  hulle  praktiese  opleiding  by  die  Slagplaas  as  vir  studente 
(Royal  Society  for  Health)  by  die  Pretoiiase  Tegniese  Kollege.  Daar  is  ook  ’n  reeks  lesings  en 
praktiese  demonstrasies  gehou  vir  vier  geneeshere  wat  die  nagraadse  kursus  vir  die  Diploma  in 
Openbare  Gesondheid  gevolg  het. 

Die  Slagplaas  word  van  tyd  tot  tyd  deur  groepe  skoolkinders,  studente,  boere,  ens.  besoek. 

Verskeie  liggame,  soos  die  Universiteit  van  Pretoria,  Onderstepoort,  die  Buro  vir  Standaarde, 
ens.  maak  van  die  inrigting  en  sy  personeel  gebruik  vir  die  versameling  van  organe,  parasiete,  ens.

OPGAWE  VAN  DIE  GESONDHEIDSINSPEKTEURS  SE  WERK 

Die  Afdeling  het  dwarsdeur  die  onderhawige  jaar  ’n  tekort  in  sy  gemagtigde  personeelsterkte 
van  gesondheidsinspekteurs  gehad,  hoewel  dit  aan  die  einde  van  die  tydperk  duidelik  was  dat 
personeel  vryliker  beskikbaar  geword  het.  ’n  Saak  wat  kommer  baar,  is  dat,  ten  spyte  van  her- 
haalde  advertensies  om  gekwalifiseerde  vleisinspekteurs  by  die  Slagplaas,  die  reaksie  uiters  swale 

was.  As  gevolg  van  die  voortdurend  toenemende  tekort  aan  vleisinspekteurs,  was  dit  nodig  om 
minstens  twee  gesondheidsinspekteurs  en  dikwels  drie  of  vier,  die  hele  jaar  deur  van  die  Gesond- 
heidsafdeling  na  die  Slagplaas  te  sekondeer.  Die  meeste  gesondheidsinspekteurs  hou  nie  van  die 
werle  nie.  Ek  waardeer  die  gewilligheid  waarmee  die  gesondheidsinspekteurs  by  die  Slagplaas 
behulpsaam  was. 

Met  die  beskikbaarheid  van  meer  personeellede,  was  dit  moontlik  om  beter  toesig  oor  die 
onderskeie  distrikte  en  die  stad  uit  te  oefen  en  om  effens  meer  huis-na-huis-werk  te  doen  as  wat 
tot  dusver  moontlik  was. 

Gedurende  Oktober  1958  is  al  die  groothandelslagters  in  kennis  gestel  dat  die  bepalings  van 
die  Verordeninge  betreffende  Openbare  Gesondheid  wat  op  slagtersvoertuie  betrekking  het,  op 
9  Februarie  1959  van  krag  sal  word  en  dat  die  Afdeling  voornemens  is  om  hulle  streng  toe  te  pas. 

Die  betrokke  verordeninge  lui  soos  volg: — 

,,8.(5) (a)  Voertuie  wat  ’n  slagter  gebruik  om  vleis  mee  te  vervoer,  moet  aan  die  volgende

Hoewel  die  verordeninge  gedurende  Februarie  1956  afgekondig  is,  is  daar  spesiale  voorsiening 
gemaak  dat  bovermelde  artikels  eers  op  9  Februarie  1959  van  krag  sal  word,  d.i.  drie  jaar  na  af- 
kondiging. 

Die  voormelde  omsendbrief  het  ’n  onmiddellike  reaksie  uitgelok  van  die  groothandelslagters 

wat,  ten  spyte  van  skriftelike  en  mondelinge  waarskuwings  in  die  tussentydT  byna  sonder  uit- 
sondering  in  gebreke  gebly  het  om  voorsiening  te  maak  vir  die  voldoening  aan  die  betrokke  ver¬ 
ordeninge  op  die  betrokke  datum.  Op  hul  versoek  is  daar  ’n  vergadering  gereel  tussen  die  Stads- 
gesondheidshoof  en  ander  Raadsamptenare  en  lede  van  die  slagtersbedryf. 

Aangesien  oaar  tot  geen  dcfinitiewe  beslissing  geraak  kon  word  nie,  is  'n  onderhoud  tussen 
die  slagtersverteenwoordigers  en  die  Gesondheidskomitee  gereel.  Die  Gesondheidskomitee  het 
bes  uit  dat  die  verordening  nie  herroep  word  nie  en  dat,  indien  die  groothandelslagters  dit  verlang 
hulle  die  saak  verder  met  die  Stadsgesondheidshoof  kan  bespreek  ten  einde  te  beslis  hoe  die  toestand 
die  beste  die  hoof  gebied  kan  word. 

Teen  die  einde  van  die  jaar  het  die  bedryf  en  amptenare  baie  aandag  geskenk  aan  die  ontwerp 
en  bou  van  geskikte  bakke  vir  vleiswaens  en  daar  word  vertrou  dat  die  verordeninge  sonder  te 
veel  moeilikheid  ten  uitvoer  gebring  sal  word.

Roetine-maatreels  bestaande  uit  die  verwydering  van  plantegroei  uit  spruite,  waterleivore  en 
damme,  die  gelyk-  en  reguitmaak  van  vore  en  spruite  en  die  opvulling  en  gelykmaak  van  gate  en 
hoites  wat  werklike  of  potensiele  muskietbroeiplekke  was,  is  gedurende  die  jaar  toegepas. 

In  die  noordelike  voorstede  is  padbrue  gebou  oor  die  twee  spruite  wat  deur  hierdie  gebied 
loop,  met  die  gevoig  dat  die  spruite  by  verskeie  punte  reguit  gemaak  moes  word  wat  die  watervloei 
en  muskietbeheermaatreels  vergemaklik  het.  In  alle  gevalle  waar  die  spruite  reguit  gemaak  is,  is 
die  ou  waterloop  opgevul  en  hierdie  opvullings  tesame  met  ander  gate  en  hoites  wat  werklike’ of 
potensiele  muskietbroeiplekke  was  en  ook  opgevul  en  gelykgemaak  is,  het  altesaam  130  beloop. 

Alle  spruite,  waterleivore  en  damme,  sypelwatervore  en  vleiagtige  gebiede  is  van  Januarie  tot 
die  tweede  week  van  Mei  met  weeklikse  tussenpose  met  antidarwespuitstof  besproei. 

Vier-en-vyftig  gelling  D.D.T.-emulsie-larwegif  is  gebruik  en  aangesien  die  verdunning  van 
die  emulsie  1  in  300  water  is,  is  daar  in  werklikheid  16,200  gelling  sproeistof  gebruik. 

Muskietbeheermaatreels  is  op  alle  groentetuine  binne  die  munisipale  gebied  toegepas  en  die 
Afdeling  het  die  voile  samewerking  van  die  groenteboere  geniet. 

Eenhonderd  sewe-en-negentig  klagtes  betreffende  muskietoorlas  is  deur  die  Plaagbeheer- 
personeel  en  die  Distriksinspekteurs  ondersoek  en  het  tot  gevoig  gehad  dat  611  skriftelike  of 
mondelinge  waarskuwings  gegee  is.  Daar  was  sewe  vervolgings  weens  versuim  om  aan  die  regu- 
lasies  te  voldoen. 

In  die  loop  van  hierdie  ondersoeke  is  daar  gevind  dat  muskiete  uitbroei  in  ’n  groot  verskeiden- 
heid  vergaarplekke  wat  water  kan  bevat,  waarvan  die  algemeenste  hieronder  aangegee  word: _ 

Blikke,  bottels,  motorkarbuitebande,  ongebruikte  motorkarbatterye,  spoelbakke  in  ongebruik- 

te  waterklosette,  dakgeute  wat  afgesak  en  ongelyk  is,  visdamme  (sonder  vis),  defektiewe  stapel- 

riole  en  suigtenks. 


KNAAGDIERBEHEER 

Knaagdierbeheermaatreels  is  gehandhaaf  in  alle  munisipale  geboue,  parke,  pakhuise,  dorps- 
gronde,  rioolwaterwerke,  die  Rietvlei-waterwerke,  Vlakfontein,  Atteridgeville,  Saulsville,  Bon 
Accord-klipgroef  en  ook  by  alle  kwekerye. 

Die  vernaamste  uitroeimetode  was  die  plasing  van  gifaas.  Daar  was  16,781  sulke  gifaasplasings 
waarvan  12,572  doeltreffend  geblyk  het.  Volgens  ons  wete  is  eenduisend  agthonderd-en-vyftien 
knaagdiere  uitgeroei,  maar  hierdie  syfer  sou  waarskynlik  baie  hoer  gewees  het  indien  dit  moontlik 
was  om  alle  karkasse  op  te  spoor,  maar  om  verskeie  redes  kan  baie  karkasse  nie  opgespoor  word  nie. 

Tweeduisend-ses-en-tagtig  knaagdiere  is  of  na  wete  gedood  of  as  dood  gerapporteer  op  private 
persele. 

Sewehonderd-en-vyftien  klagtes  is  ondersoek  en  dit  het  tot  gevoig  gehad  dat  1,067  skriftelike 
en  mondelinge  kennisgewings  wat  vereis  dat  maatreels  getref  moet  word  vir  die  uitroeiing  van 
knaagdiere,  uitgereik  is.  Drie  persone  is  vervolg  weens  versuim  om  aan  die  regulasies  te  voldoen. 

Eenhonderd-nege-en-sestig  sertifikate  wat  sertifiseer  dat  persele  voor  die  sloping  van  geboue 
knaagdiervry  was,  is  uitgereik. 


VLIEE-UITBROEIING 

Veelvuldige  klagtes  betreffende  vliee-oorlas  is  ondersoek  en  verskeie  opnames  is  gemaak 
ten  einde  hulle  broeiplekke  op  te  spoor.  Dit  het  eenduisend  eenhonderd-en-drie  inspeksies  tot 
gevoig  gehad. 

Die  algemeenste  broeiplekke  is  in  komposhope,  mishope,  ontbindende  grasafsnysels  en  ander 
plantsoorte  aangetref. 

Vierhonderd-en-tagtig  mondelinge  en  skriftelike  waarskuwings  wat  maatreels  ter  voorkoming 
van  vliee-uitbroeiing  vereis,  is  uitgereik  en  slegs  twee  persone  is  vervolg  weens  versuim  om  aan 
die  vereistes  van  die  kennisgewings  te  voldoen. 

Alle  munisipale  parke,  komposgate  en  vuilgoedhope  is  met  gereelde  tussenpose  gemspekteer 
en  die  aanvaarde  beheermaatreels  het  vlieeuitbroeiing  tot  ’n  minimum  beperk.  Advies  betreffende 
maatreels  om  vliee-uitbroeiing  te  voorkom,  is  in  560  gevalle  gegee. 


KAKKERLAKBEHEER 

Kakkerlakke  op  munisipale  persele  is  deur  die  Plaagbeheerseksie  uitgeroei  deur  met  ’n  op- 
lossing  van  D.D.T.  en  B.H.C.  te  spuit.  Sommige  van  die  persele  wat  bespuit  is,  het  tot  ses  maande 
lank  kakkerlakvry  gebly.  Baie  versoeke  om  advies  betreffende  plaagvernietiging  is  van  die  publiek 
ontvang  en  die  nodige  hulp  is  verleen.

SLUMOPRUIMING 

Algemeen 

Gedurende  die  onderhawige  jaar  het  die  Afdeling  bestendige  vordering  gemaak  in  sy  poging 
om  die  ergste  slumwoonhuise  uit  te  skakel  en  om  die  okkupasie  van  ongewenste  lewartiere  te 

voorkom. 

Soos  in  vorige  jare  het  die  Afdeling  ’n  beleid  gevolg  om  eienaars  van  slumeiendomme  aan  te 
moedig  om  vrywilliglik  met  die  Afdeling  saam  te  werk  om  die  slumtoestande  uit  te  skakel.  Waar- 
skuwingskennisgewings  van  naderende  optrede  kragtens  die  Slumswet  en  die  Mumsipale  Slums- 
regulasies  het  aan  die  eienaars  genoeg  tyd  en  geleentheid  gebied  om  te  reel  dat  huurders  ander 
geskikte  akkommodasie  kry. 

In  bale  gevalle  het  die  Behuisingseksie  aan  eienaars  van  slumwonings  hulp  verleen  by  die 
her-huisvesting  van  gesinne  waar  alternatiewe  akkommodasie  me  dadelik  beskikbaar  was  me  of 
waar  sodanige  ander  akkommodasie  te  duur  was  vir  die  betroki<e  gesinne. 

Die  afwesigheid  van  geskikte  huisvesting  vir  die  laer  inkomstegroepe  verhoed  nog  die  Afdeling 
om  slumopruiming  in  Blankegebiede  te  bespoedig.  Die  verwagting  is  egte *  < iat  d^e  s^s  ^at  tanJ 
oorweeg  word  vir  die  bon  van  huise  en  woonstelle  vir  hierdie  groepe  sal  help  om  1  retoria  die  stad 

met  die  minste  slumeiendomme  in  die  Unie  te  maak. 


SLUMOPNAMES 

In  verskeie  noordelike  voorstede  het  ernstige  slumeiendomme  byna  verdwyn.  Die  tekort 
aan  erond  vir  woongebruik  het  eienaars  aangespoor  om  slumeiendomme  teen  hoe  pryse  te  verkoop 
aan  boukontrakteurs  wat  geen  tyd  verlore  laat  gaan  het  om  die  slumwonings  deur  modeme  v  eur- 
™Ue  nie.  Vie  ou  hout-en-sinkhuise  wat  die  voorstede  bate  jare  lank  geken- 

merk  het,  het  op  die  manier  verdwyn.

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SLOPINGS 

Die  meeste  slumwonings  is  onmiddellik  of  spoedig  nadat  hulle  vakant  geword  het  deur  die 
eienaars  gesloop  en  deur  moderne  wonings  en  woonstelle  vervang,  of  in  die  geval  van  besigheids- 
persele  is  daar  moderne  blokke  winkels  en  kantore  opgerig. 

In  die  sentrale  deel  van  die  stad  is  ’n  aantal  ernstige  en  minder  ernstige  slumeiendomme 
gesloop  in  die  gebied  wat  ingevolge  die  Dorpsaanlegskema  vir  ligte  nywerheidsdoeleindes  ingedeel 
is.  In  ’n  aantal  gevalle  is  slumeiendomme  herbou  vir  besigheidsgebruik. 

Slumwonings  wat  deur  die  eienaars  bewoon  word,  baar  sorg  aangesien  die  meeste  van  hierdie 
huise  deur  persone  in  die  laer  inkomstegroep  wat  die  eiendomme  teen  ’n  redelike  prys  verkry 
het  en  nog  die  verbande  afbetaal,  geokkupeer  word.  Ten  einde  hierdie  mense  tegemoet  te  kom, 
is  elke  geval  volgens  verdienste  behandel  en  die  Afdeling  het  nie  drastiese  stappe  gedoen  as  daar 
aan  die  fundamentele  gesondheidsvereistes  voldoen  is  nie.  Tensy  daar  aan  hierdie  tipe  persoon 
geldelike  hulp  verleen  word,  is  daar  nie  veel  hoop  dat  enigiets  gedoen  kan  word  om  slumeiendomme 
uit  te  skakel  nie. 

Bewoonde  buitegeboue  en  garages  het  spesiale  aandag  ontvang  en  hoewel  daar  nog  heelwat 
oor  die  stad  versprei  is,  waarvan  die  meeste  bewoon  word  deur  bejaardes  wat  die  sorg  van  vriende 
en  familiebetrekkinge  nodig  het,  het  die  getal  aansienlik  afgeneem. 

Oorvol  huise,  segregasie  van  geslagte  en  die  afwesigheid  van  toereikende  was-,  kook-  en  rein- 
igingsgeriewe  bly  ’n  probleem  wat  slegs  deur  die  verskaffing  van  bykomende  huise  uitgeskakel 
kan  word. 


HOFGEDINGE 

Ooreenkomstig  ons  algemene  beleid  het  die  Afdeling  gepoog  om  die  samewerking  van  die 
publiek  te  verkry  eerder  as  om  hom  tot  hofgedinge  te  wend. 

Geen  hofgedinge  is  kragtens  die  Slumswet  aanhangig  gemaak  nie,  maar  ten  einde  ’n  toename 
in  die  aantal  bewoonde  buitegeboue  en  garages  te  voorkom,  moes  ons  ons  toevlug  neem  tot  hof¬ 
gedinge  kragtens  die  Munisipale  Slumsregulasies,  maar  slegs  nadat  alle  oorredingsmetodes  misluk 
het. 


Daar  was  ses  vervolgings  weens  okkupasie  van  buitegeboue  en  een  geval  weens  versuim  om 
die  perseel  in  ’n  higieniese  toestand  te  hou.  Nominale  boetes  is  opgele  en  die  toestande  is  reg- 
gestel. 

Daar  is  ’n  geding  teen  een  persoon  aanhangig  gemaak  weens  dwarsboming  en  die  weerhouding 
van  regmatige  inligting.  Hierdie  saak  is  nog  nie  afgehandel  nie.

BLANKE-BEHUISING-  EN  REHAB1L1TASIEVERSLAG 

1.  ALGEMENE  BEHUISINGSTOESTAND 

In  my  jongste  jaarverslag  het  ek  verklaar  dat  daar  tekens  van  agteruitgang  in  die  algemene 
behuisingstoestand  is,  veral  betreffende  akkommodasie  vir  die  laer  inkomstegroepe.  Ten  einde 
die  omvang  van  hierdie  toestand  vas  te  stel  en  om  voorbereidings  te  tref  vir  die  behoeftes  van 
Blankedbehuising,  is  daar  ’n  deeglike  ondersoek  ingestel. 

In  1951  het  die  Stadsingenieur  die  tekort  aan  huisvesting  vir  Blankes  beraam  op  3,500  huise, 
1,000  woonstelle  en  200  enkelkamers.  Hierdie  raming  is  gebaseer  op  statistiek  wat  van  die  Kon- 
troleur  van  Verhuring  en  van  die  resultate  van  die  Slumsopname  wat  hierdie  Afdeling  in  1947 
onderneem  het. 

Ten  spyte  van  intensiewe  bouwerksaamhede  wat  sedert  1951  in  Pretoria  plaasgevind  het,  word 
die  tekort  aan  akkommodasie  groter  vir  die  laer  inkomstegroepe  van  die  bevolking. 

’n  Presiese  bepaling  van  die  akkommodasietekort  kan  nie  met  sekerheid  gemaak  word  nie 
en  die  voorgelegde  gegewens  kan  slegs  beskou  word  as  ons  skatting  ter  aanduiding  van  die  toestand 
soos  dit  na  ons  mening  is.  Hierdie  skatting  is  gebaseer  op  ondersoeke  van  die  omstandighede  en 
lewenstoestande  van  aanvraers  om  huisvesting  in  ons  behuisingskemas,  die  getal  aansoeke  wat 
jaarliks  deur  ons  ontvang  word,  die  getal  gesinne  aan  wie  daar  inderdaad  hulp  verleen  is,  en  ander 
inligting  betreffende  bevolking,  inkomstegroepe,  gemiddelde  grootte  van  gesinne  en  die  werklike 
getal  huise  wat  jaarliks  in  die  stad  gebou  is. 

Hoe  bou'  en  grondkoste  verhoed  reeds  jare  lank  private  ondernemings  om  huise  vir  verhuring 
te  bou.  Ten  einde  hierdie  moeilikheid  te  oorbrug,  het  beleggers  hul  toevlug  tot  die  bou  van  woon- 
stelle  geneem  en  daar  blyk  nou  geen  tekort  aan  woonstelle  in  Pretoria  te  wees  nie.  Aan  die  ander 
kant  is  huurhuise  nie  so  maklik  bekombaar  nie.  Gesinne  uit  alle  inkomstegroepe  vind  dit  moeilik 
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om  geskikte  huise  in  ooreenstemming  met  hulle  sosiale  standaard  en  ekonomiese  posisie  te  bekom. 
Dit  is  veral  die  geval  vir  die  laer  inkomstegroepe  wat  akkommodasie  teen  redelik  lae  huurgeld 
slegs  in  ons  munisipale  behuisingskemas  of  in  substandaardgeboue,  buitegeboue,  ongebruikte 
stalle  of  ander  agterbuurt-  of  oorvoleiendomme  kan  kry. 

Volgens  die  Departement  van  Sensus  en  Statistiek  was  daar  in  1951  21,717  huise  in  Pretoria 
en  die  totale  gemiddelde  was  4.7  persone  per  huis.  Daar  was  ook  3,146  woonstelle  teen  ’n  gemid- 
delde  van  2.6  persone  per  woonstel.  Destyds  was  die  totale  bevolking  van  die  stad  130,797. 

Uit  die  inligting  wat  deur  die  Bouseksie  van  die  Stadsingenieursafdeling  verskaf  is,  is  die 
ondergemelde  getal  huise  en  woonstelblokke  sedert  1951  in  die  munisipale  gebied  van  Pretoria 
opgerig: —

Sedert  1951  het  die  stad  se  Blanke  bevolking  met  minstens  19,207  persone  tot  ’n  totaal  van 
meer  as  150,000  toegeneem.  Die  3,463  huise  wat  sedert  1951  deur  private  ondernemings  opgerig 
is,  kon  egter  aan  slegs  15,930  persone  huisvesting  verskaf,  terwyl  die  3,185  woonstelle  aan  8,281 
persone  akkommodasie  verskaf  het.  Nadat  die  totale  getal  persone  wat  in  1951  deur  die  tekort 
aan  akkommodasie  geraak  is,  in  ag  geneem  is,  word  daar  beraam  dat  daar  tans  ’n  tekort  aan  huise 
vir  13,693  persone  is.  Dit  verteenwoordig,  op  die  grondslag  van  4.7  persone  per  huis,  ’n  tekort 
van  ongeveer  2,914  huise. 

Sedert  1951  is  976  huise  of  gesloop  of  in  besigheids-  en  ander  geboue  omgeskakel,  wat  die 
totale  tekort  verder  tot  3,910  huise  verhoog  het.  Die  Raad  het  egter  sedert  1951  307  huise  gebou 
wat  op  sy  beurt  weer  die  tekort  na  3,603  huise  verminder  het.  Van  hierdie  totaal  is  die  tekort 
die  grootste  vir  die  laer  inkomstegroepe,  want  inligting  wat  deur  die  Departement  van  Sensus  en 
Statistiek  verstrek  is,  dui  aan  dat  minstens  50  %  van  die  stad  se  bevolking  onder  die  inkomstegroep 
ressorteer  wat  minder  as  £500  per  jaar  verdien.  Hierdie  groep  kom  in  aanmerking  vir  akkommodasie 
in  ons  subekonomiese  huise  in  Proklamasieheuwel  en  Danville.  Die  inkomstegrense  wat  die 
Nasionale  Behuisingskommissie  vir  die  huise  bepaal  het,  is  onderskeidelik  £30  en  £43.6.8  per 
maand.  Derhalwe  is  dit  auidelik  dat  minstens  die  helfte  van  die  nuwe  akkommodasie  wat  sedert 
1951  vooisien  is,  vir  hierdie  laasgenoemde  groep  moes  gewees  het.  Dit  was  egter  nie  die  geval  nie 
en  wel  \  anwee  die  baie  hoe  boukoste  wat  hoe  huurgelde  meebring  vir  die  nuutgeboude  huise  wat 
opgerig  is  deur  private  ondernemings  wie  se  hoofmotief  natuurlik  ,,winsgewende  belegging”  is. 
Derhalwe  is  dit  nodig  om  n  huisbouprogram  van  ongeveer  2,500  huise  vir  hierdie  laer  inkomste- 
groep  te  oorweeg. 

Ons  ontvang  jaarliks  ongeveer  900  aansoeke  om  akkommodasie.  Met  die  huidige  beskikbare 
getal  huise  kan  daar  slegs  ongeveer  240  van  hierdie  aanvraers  jaarliks  gehelp  word,’  wat  slegs  ’n 
baie  klein  gedeelte  is  van  die  wat  hulp  nodig  het.  As  dit  bekend  was  dat  huisvesting  vir  meer 
mense  beskikbaar  gestel  kan  word  in  ons  skemas,  sal  ons  meer  aansoeke  ontvang.  Talryke  be- 
hoeftige  gesinne  doen  nie  aansoek  nie  omdat  die  lang  waglys  hulle  ontmoedig. 

Ten  einde  die  behuisingstekort  vir  die  laer  inkomstegroep  die  hoof  te  bied,  behoort  die 
bou  van  minstens  2,000  ekonomiese  huise  as  n  onmiddellike  skema  oorweeg  te  word  met  ,n 
bykomende  300  huise  jaailiks  wat  die  totaal  op  5,000  huise  oor  die  eersvolgende  10  jaar  te  staan 
bring. 


Die  vraag  ontstaan  natuurlik  oor  wie  se  verantwoordelikheid  dit  is.  Ons  meen  dat  die  Stads- 
raad  hierdie  verantwoordelikheid  moet  behou  en  dat  die  Sentrale  Regering  die  skema  moet  finansier 
met  geen  verlies  vir  die  Raad  nie. 


Tesame  met  die  voorsiening  van  huise  bestaan  daar  die  baie  ernstige  vraagstuk  van  die  beskik- 
baarheid  van  grond  waarop  die  huise  gebou  kan  word.  Volgens  die  Stadsingenieursafdeling  is  die 
volgende  die  enigste  grond  brnne  die  munisipale  gebied  van  Pretoria  wat  geskik  geag  word  vir 
die  ontwikkeling  van  ekonomiese  laekostebehuising : _

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Daar  bestaan  natuurlik  ook  die  moontlikheid  dat  Lady  Selborne  gebruik  kan  word  as  ’n 
toekomstige  gebied  vir  die  ontwikkeling  van  Blankebehuising.  Dit  kan  egter  slegs  volbring  word 
wanneer  aie  Nie-blanke  bevolking  aldaar  verskuif  en  elders  gehuisves  is.  Daar  word  beraam  dat 
1,400  peisele  beskikoaar  gestel  sal  word  na  die  verskuiwing  van  die  Nie-blankes  en  ’n  lieruitlegginw 
van  die  dorp.  As  laasgenoemde  getal  ingesluit  word  vir  behuisingsontwikkeling  vir  die  laer  inkomste- 
groep,  sal  ons  ’n  totaal  van  3,949  persele  beskikbaar  he. 

Daarbenewens  is  Kwaggasrand,  wes  van  Wespark,  reeds  beplan  as  'n  toekomstige  dorpsgebied 
in  aie  westelike  geoied,  maar  hy  moet  nog  ontwikkel  word.  Hierdie  dorpsgebied  bestaande  uit 
703  stcind.pla.s6  van  ongeveer  10,000  vk.  vt.  elk,  sal  voorsiening  moet  maak  vir  die  huisvesting  van 
die  middelinkomstegroep  en  veral  vir  diegene  wat  graag  hulle  eie  huise  wil  laat  bou.  Dit  is  on- 
waarskynlijc  ciat  hierdie  Qorpsgebied  gebruik  sal  word  vir  ’n  ekonomiese  laekoste-behuisingskema 
en  daar  moet  in  elk  geval  grond  in  die  westelike  gebiede  beskikbaar  gestel  word  vir  daardie  persone 
wat  werksaam  is  in  die  nywerheidsondernemings  wat  daar  aan  die  ontwikkel  is. 

Uit  bogemelde  is  dit  duidelik  dat  daar  nie  eers  genoeg  grond  binne  die  munisipale  gebied 
beskikbaar  is  vir  die  5,000  ekonomiese  huise  wat  ons  binne  die  eersvolgende  10  jaar  nodig  sal 
kry  nie.  Voorts  moet  ons  oorweging  verleen  aan  die  noodsaaklikheid  daarvan  om  die  136  woonstelle 
by  die  Tentoonstellingsterrein  te  vervang  en  dit  vir  ander  doeleindes  beskik  te  maak.  Derhalwe 
moet  geskikte  grond  elders  gevind  word,  maar  verkieslik  in  ’n  oostelike  of  suidelike  rigting  van 
die  huidige  munisipale  grense. 

Sodanige  grond  moet  redelik  goedkoop  wees  met  voldoende  winkelsentrums,  skole  en  ander 
noodsaaklike  geriewe  redelik  maklik  bereikbaar. 

Dit  is  uit  ’n  sosiologiese  oogpunt  belangrik  dat  ons  elders  grond  bekom.  Die  konsentrasie 
van  behuisingskemas  in  een  of  twee  gebiede  veroorsaak  dat  ’n  sekere  ,, stigma”  aan  sulke  gebiede 
verbonde  is  en  dit  moet  verhoed  word.  Aan  die  ander  kant  moet  werkers  so  na  moontlik  aan  hul 
werkplekke  woon  en  aangesien  nywerheids-  en  ander  ontwikkeling  in  Pretoria  nie  meer  tot  die 
westelike  gebiede  bepeik  is  nie,  behoort  behuisingskemas  elders  aangepak  te  word  om  in  die 
behoeftes  van  hierdie  werkers  te  voorsien. 

By  bogemelde  opmerkings  betreffeude  die  nodigheid  daarvan  om  grond  vir  behuisingsdoeh 
eindes  te  verkry,  word  die  behoefte  aan  private  behuisingsontwikkeling  nie  in  ag  geneem  nie. 
Daar  is  ’n  tekort  aan  grond  wat  daartoe  gelei  het  dat  baie  mense  buite  die  munisipale  gebied  woon 
hoewel  hulle  in  die  stadsgebied  werksaam  is.  Dit  word  gestaaf  aeur  die  feit  dat  die  Blanke  be- 
volking  van  die  gebiede  buite  die  munisipale  grense  sedert  1951  van  ongeveer  21,300  persone  tot 
30,200  toegeneem  het,  ’n  toename  van  41.3  %  teenoor  ’n  bevolkingsaanwas  in  die  munisipale  gebied 
van  14.75  %  gedurende  dieselfde  tydperk.

(c)  In  die  lig  van  meer  onlangse  ontwikkeling  behoort  Goedehoop  herbeplan  te  word  en 
voorsiening  behoort  gemaak  te  word  vir  die  bou  van  munisipale  woonstelle  in  hierdie 
gebied. 
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(2)  Huise 

As  ’n  onmiddellike  program  moet  die  ondergemelde  huise  gebou  word: — 

(a)  50  dubbelverdiepinghuise  in  Danville.  Hierdie  skema  is  reeds  goedgekeur  en  daar  word 
by  die  Nasionale  Behuisingskantoor  om  fondse  aansoek  gedoen. 

(b)  50  ultra-laekostehuise  in  Danville,  verspreid  tussen  die  huidige  ekonomiese  huise. 

(c)  50  nuwe  ekonomiese  huise  soortgelyk  aan  die  wat  reeds  in  Danville  opgerig  is. 

(d)  200  ultra-laekostehuise  in  Danville-uitbreiding  en  daar  moet  voorsiening  in  die  1959/1960- 
begroting  gemaak  word  vir  die  ontwikkeling  van  hierdie  dorpsgebied. 

(e)  50  subekonomiese  huise  vir  ouderdomspensioentrekkers.  Hierdie  huise  moet  ’n  spesiale 
tipe  wees  om  ooreen  te  stem  met  die  benodigdhede  van  bejaardes,  en  moet  so  ekonomies 
moontlik  gebou  word.

2.  VOORGESTELDE  SKEMAS 


Hoewel  die  Raad  besluit  het  om  meer  behuisingskemas  gedurende  die  jaar  aan  te  pak,  is  daar 
geen  huise  gebou  nie.  Dit  is  veroorsaak  deur  tegniese  en  ander  vertragings  in  die  voorbereiding 
van  hierdie  skemas  en  ook  vanwee  die  Raad  se  onvermoe  om  ’n  dorpsgebied  ten  weste  van  die 
bestaande  Danville-dorpsgebied  vir  die  doel  te  ontwikkel. 


Die  skemas  wat  beoog  is,  was  die  bou  van  100  ultra-laekostehuise  vir  verkoping  teen  ongeveer 
£1,250  met  inbegrip  van  die  grondkoste;  50  dubbelverdiepingtipe  ekonomiese  huise  in  Danville 
vir  verkoping  teen  ongeveer  £2,150,  met  inbegrip  van  grondkoste  en  43  ekonomiese  huise  met 
eienaarshulp  in  Hercules.  kragtens  laasgenoemde  skema  sal  aspirant-, ,eienaars”  toegelaat  word 
om  persoonlik  hulp  te  verleen  by  die  bou  van  hierdie  huise  volgens  voorafgaande  reeling  met 
erkende  en  goedgekeurde  boukontrakteurs  ten  einde  besparings  op  die  uiteindelike  oprigtingskoste 
te  bewerkstelhg.  Die  Raad  sal  egter  bereid  wees  om  ’n  lening  van  hoogstens  £2,150  toe  te  staan 
waarby  die  koste  van  die  grond  wat  die  Raad  aan  die  aspirant-„eienaar”  toegewys  het,  inbegrepe  is.

Die  Raad  het  880  ekonomiese  huise  in  sy  onderskeie  ekonomiese  verkoopskemas.  Hiervan 
was  daar  71  intrekkings  en  herverkopings  en  10  oordragte  van  regte  en  verpligtinge  gedurende  die 
jaar.  In  verhouding  met  die  beskikbare  getal  huise,  word  hierdie  verandering  van  ,,kopers”  as 
redelik  laag  beskou. 

i  Hoewel  die  Raad  in  die  afgelope  jare  die  grootste  gedeelte  van  sy  subekonomiese  huise  in 
eiconomiese  verkoopskemas  omgeskakel  het,  is  daar  nog  417  subekonomiese  huise  beskikbaar. 
Ten  spyte  van  aie  lae  inkomstebeperkings  wat  deur  die  Nasionale  Eehuisingskommissie  voorgeskryf 
word  vir  akkommodasie  in  subekonomiese  huise,  is  daar  nog  ’n  baie  groot  aanvraag  na  hierdie  huise. 
Die  meeste  aanvraers  is  gepensioeneerdes,  weduv/ees  en  vrouens  met  kinders  wie  se  mans  hulle 
verlaat  het.  Daar  is  baie  min  loontrekkers  wie  se  inkomste  ,,subekonomies”  is  kragtens  die  baie 
lae  inkomstegrense,  naamlik  £30  per  maand,  wat  die  Nasionale  Behuisingskommissie  vir  hierdie 
huise  bepaal  het. 

Die  vraag  na  drie-  en  vierslaapkamerhuise  is  baie  groot  en  aangesien  daar  so  min  hiervan 
beskikbaar  is,  ondervind  ons  baie  moeilikheid  om  baie  van  die  groter  en  werklik  behoeftige  gesinne 
te  help.

Hierdie  huise  en  woon¬ 
stelle  is  aan  hierdie  Afdeling  oorhandig  vir  verhuring,  beheer-  en  administrasiedoeleindes. 

Die  Raad  het  ook  ’n  voorstel  goedgekeur  om  ’n  gemeenskapsentrum  in  die  verre  westelike 
gebiede  te  bou  vir  die  mense  wat  in  Proklamasieheuwel,  Danville  en  Wespark,  wat  oorwegend 
behuisingsdorpsgebiede  is,  woon.
